A Y oung Sian w ith a T» te for th e Arm y 
a n d W om en. 
Baltimore, August 31st —Clinton W illiams 
told a curious story of m atrim ony aud advent­ 
ure in the Police Court yesterday. Louisa Key- 
ser, whom he m arried in September, 1884, and 
Nellie Hewitt, to whom he was united in m atri­ 
mony July 25th last, apjiesred against him. and 
he was com m itted for trial. W illiams is about 
30 years of age. When a young m an he en­ 
listed as a m usician in tne United States Cav­ 
alry. 
He went to Arizona and deserted. He 
was captured anil sentenced to serve six vears 
at hard labor in the m ilitary prison iu the" Bay 
of San Francisco, There he met a young girl 
and succeeded in m aking her his wife No. 1. 
His father succeeded in freeing his son, under 
the plea that he was uuder age when he en ­ 
listed. 
Clinton left his wife in Pan Francisco and 
came to Fort Wayne, where he enlisted in Com­ 
pany A, of the First Infantry, as a musician. He 
got into trouble w ith an officer, for which he 
received six months in the House of Correction 
and was dishonorably discharged. After serv­ 
ing his term , he came to Baltimore and m arried 
I-ouisa Keyser. Five weeks after he enlisted 
again and went to New Orleans, where he m ar­ 
ried L ena Morse. Then he fought a duel with a 
comrade, and was again 
dishonorably dis­ 
charged. 
Proceeding to Philadelphia, he mar 
ried a fourth wife, and deserted her. enlisted 
again, killed a guard in F'ort Leavenworth, 
served some tim e iu the military prison, returned 
to Baltim ore and m arried wife No. 5. this last 
month.

[Copyright, 1887, by the California Associated Prtst.', 
New Y ork, August 31st.—[Special j—Consid­ 
erable interest was caused in financial circles 
this m orning by the announcem ent that the 
United Statei Express Company had purchased 
the express business of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad Company. 
The latter is m erely a 
bureau or departm ent of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad. It is not more independent than 
the passenger departm ent of the road, and does 
not even have a President, except the President 
of the railroad. The “ purchase '' therefore is 
not, strictly speaking, a purchase at all, but is 
really nothing but a lease, so far as the privi­ 
leges are concerned. The nlant is, however, 
purchased outright, and all its rights for thirtv 
years. 
This w ill increase the United States system to 
about 20,000 miles. It is reported th a t the con­ 
sideration for the lease wa- 82,000,000, of which 
81,009,000 was said to be iu cash, and 81 •00,000 
in stock of the United States Express Company. 
The news of the Durchasc caused a w hirl ot 
excitem ent on Wail street where m en believed 
it was the beeinniogof the end of much of the 
trouble that bad late'y overhung the m arket. 
The added confidence had the effect of sending 
the stock m arket ou an upward turn, and long 
before noon a sharp and decided rail'- had 
taken place.

C h ic a g o , August ,1st.—The seven condemned 
Anarchists are* to be liuDged. There is uo longer 
any doubt that inform ation has been received 
through a reliable source that the ¡supreme 
Court will alfirm the death sentence against the 
A narchists when it meets at Ottawa next Mon 
day. 
No Justice of the Supreme Court has 
given out this intelligence direetlv. All of them , 
in fact, refuse to talk about the decision. 
But 
to a friend who recently asked him about tin­ 
case Justice Magroder replied. " There will be 
no dLssen’ing opinions, because the Justices are 
all of one inind.” 
The ease has already been decided by bal­ 
lot. and the verdict would have been ’made 
public long ago ii the opinion could have been 
prepared earlier. The record of the case a as 
so voluminous, and there was so much ground 
to cover, that the Justice to whom the task of 
preparing the opinion was assigned did not 
get it ready until a lew weeks ago. 
When the 
ballot was east, afte* the Justices had pri­ 
vately and at great length considered the ease, 
it was found that there was no dissenting 
voice. Tne vote was unanim ously in favor of 
upholding the finding of the lower Court.

We present herewith the full text of the 
decision of the United States Circuit Court 
In the matter of the appeal of the Pacific 
Railway Commission for the exercise of 
the judicial power to compel witnesses to 
answer certain questions propounded by 
the Commission. The opinion is by Jus­ 
tice Field, Judges Sawyer and Sabin con­ 
curring. The opinions were handed down 
at a session of the Court in San Francisco 
on Monday la st: 
Syllabi. 
In the Circuit Court of the United States, Ninth 
Circuit, Northern District of C alifo ru ia-ln the 
m atter of the application of the Pacific Rail­ 
way Commission, No. 5,10(1. 
The Pacific Railway Commission is not a 
judicial body and possesses no judicial pow­ 
ers under the Act of Congress of March 3, 
1857, creating it, and cun determ ine none of 
the rights ot the Government or of the cor­ 
porations whose affairs it is appoiuted to in­ 
vestigate. 
— Congress cannot compel the production of 
private books and papers of citizens for its 
•nspection, except in the course of judicial 
proceedings, or in suits instituted for that 
purpose, and then only upon averm ents th at 
its rights in some way depend upon evidence 
therein contained. 
5. The Courts are open to the United States as 
to private parties to secure am ple protection 
for ail its legal rights and interests, by regu­ 
lar proceedings. 
t Congress cannot empower a commission to 
investigate the privare affairs, books and 
papers of the officers and employes of cor­ 
porations indebted to the Government, as 1r 
.heir relations to other companies with 
which such corporations have had dealings, 
except as far as such officers and employes 
are willing to subm it the. same for iospec- 
tion; and the investigation of the Pacific 
Railway Commission iuto the affairs of 
officers and employes of the Pacific Railway 
Companies under the Act of March 7 1887 
is lim ited to th at extent, 
a. The United States has no interest in expen­ 
ditures of the Central Pacific Railr iad Com­ 
pany uuder vouchers which have uot been 
charged against the Gevenim ent in the ac­ 
counts between th e m : and the Pacific Rail­ 
way Commission, under the Act of Congress 
o f March 3, 1887, has no power to investigate 
such expenditures against the will of the 
company and its officers. 
6. The judicial power of the United States is 
iinnted to “ cases” and “ controversies” 
enum erated in Article III, Section 1, of the 
Constitution as modified by the eleventh 
amendm ent, and to petition on habeas cor­ 
pus, and cannot be extended by Congríes* ; 
and by such " cases” and ‘ controversies” 
are m eant the claims of litigants brought for 
determ ination by the regular judicial pro­ 
ceedings established by law or custom. 
7 The iudicial departm ent is independent of 
the legislative in the Federal Government, i 
and Congress cannot make the Courts its iu- 
strumeni8 in conducting mere legislative in­ 
vestigations. 
8 The power of United States Courts to author­ 
ize the taking of depositions on letters roga­ 
tory from Coens ot foreign jurisdiction, 
exists by international comity, and cannot 
be invoked by a mere investigating com­ 
m ittee appointed by Congress. 
9. The Central Pacific Railroad Company is a 
.State corporation uot subject to Federal 
control, any further than a natural person 
sim ilarly situated would be. Per Sawyer, 
J., concurriug. 


may. in case of contumacy or refusal to obey a j 
subpena issued to any person, issue an order re- ‘ 
nulring any such person to appear before said 
commissioners, or either of them, as the case 
may be, and produc*- books and papers if so or­ 
dered. and give evidence touching the matter 
in question ; and any failure to obey such order 
of the Court may be punished by such Court as 
a contempt thereof.” A nd also, that “ the claim 
thsl any such testimony or evidence may tend 
to criminate the person giving such evidence 
shall not excuse such witness from testifying, 
but such evidence or testimony shall not be used 
against sucb person on the trial of any criminal 
proceeding.” 
In the discharge of the duties imposed upon 
them the Commissioners have attended at ban 
Francisco and called before them as a witness 
Ireland Stanford, who is now and has been from 
Its organization. President of the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company, one of the companies which 
received aid in bonds from the Government, 
and an the 10th of August, whilst he was under 
exam ination respecting the sffairs of that com­ 
pany, a num ber of vouchers purporting to rep­ 
resent the expenditure of moneys belonging to 
it were produced and verified. These vouchers, 
as stated by the Coir.missioners, represented the 
aggregate sum of 1733.725 08. which had been 
expended bv Mr. Htanford between November 
9, 1870, and December 21, 1880. and by him 
charged to the company, and by the company 
subsequently reim bursed to him. The persons 
to whom the moneys were paid and the objects 
to which they had been applied do not appear 
upon the face of the vouchers, except that the 
objects are slated to have been for “General Ex­ 
pense Account." or for “ I.egal Services,” aud 
except also, that in a few instances the initials 
of the persons to wbom the money is purported 
to have beefn paid or given. 
One of the vouchers (2.569*-.j) represented the 
expenditure of 8171.781 89. it reads as follow:

Dr. 
T® cash paid on account of general 
expenses to December 31, 1875..........4137,365 50 
To cash paid on account of general

3. The Central Pacific Railroad Company is ab­ 
solutely owner of tnc lands and bonds 
granted to it by the Government, having 
com plied with the Act m aking the grunt, 
subject to the lieu of the Government to se- 
ure Its advance, in the same way, and to 
the sarne extent as a natnral person in like 
situation. Per Sawyer, J., concurring. 
.. The relation of creditor and debtor exists 
between 'h e United States and the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company, under the Act 
granting aid to the latter, with like force 
and effect as if both wore natural persons, 
the relations being private, and have noth­ 
ing to do w ith the power of the Government 
as sovereign. Per Sawyer, J., concurring. 
1 
The United States, as creditor, cannot insti­ 
tute a compulsory investigation into the 
private affairs of the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road Company, or require it to exhibit its 
books and papers for inspection in any other 
way, or to any greater extent, than would be 
lawful in the case of private creditors and 
debtors. Per .Sawyer, J., concurring. 
;t. The United States, as creditor, h asth esam e 
remedy as a private creditor, and no other, 
to compel paym ent of any moneys due it 
from the Central Pacific Railroad Company, 
as it debtor, or to prevent the latter from 
wasting its assets liefore the debt matures, 
and th at remedy, if any, m ust be by regular 
judicial proceeding in due course of law. 
and it has no power to institute a roving, 
legislative inquisition into the afiairsof the . 
company to a-eertsin w hat has been done 
or is doing w ith the money. Per Sawyer, 
J.. concurring. 


S ta te m e n t o f F a c ts . 
This ;« an application of the Pacific Railway 
Commiss.ou created under the Act of Congress 
of March S, 1887, “ Authorizing an Investigation 
o f the Fook6, Accounts aud Methods o f Kail- 
-oads w hich have received Aid from the United 
States, and for other purposes,” for an order re­ 
quiring a witness before it Pi answer certain in ­ 
terrogatorios propounded to him 
T hat Act 
author.,os the President to appoint three Com- 
nissicners to exam ine the books, papers, and 
methods of all railroad companies which have 
received aid fa bonds from the Government, 
and in term s invests them with the power to 
m ake a searching investigation into the work 
iug and financial m anagem ent, business aud 
affairs of the aidedcom pauiea, and also to ascer­ 
tain and report " w hether any of the directors, 
officers or employes of said companies respect 
ively have been, or are now directiy or indi­ 
rectly inlcre6ted, and to w hat am ount or extent, 
in any other railroud, steamship, telegraph, ex­ 
press, m ining, construction, or other business 
company or corporation, and w ith which any 
agreements, undertakings, or leases have been 
made or entered into : whut am ouuts of monev 
or credit have been or are borrowed by any of 
said companies, giving nam es of lenders and 
the purposes for which said sums have been or 
are now required ; what am ounts of money or 
other valuable consideration, such as stocks, 
bonds, passes and so forth, have been expended 
or paid out by said companies, w hether for law ­ 
ful or unlawful purposes, but for which suffici­ 
ent and detailed vouchers have not been given 
or filed with the records of said company ; aud 
further to inquire and report w hether said com 
panics, or either of them , or their officers or 
agents, nave paid any money or other valuable 
consideration, or done any other act or thing 
for the purpose of influencing legislation." 
It is difficult to express in geueral terms the 
ex ten t to which the Commissioners are required 
to go in their inquisition into the business and 
affairs of the aided companies, or the extent to 
which they may no! go.into other busiuess and 
affairs of its Directors, officers and employes. 
The Act itself m ust be read to form any concep­ 
tion of the all-pervading character of the 
scrutiny it exacts oi them. 
Aud it provides th at the Commissioners, or 
cither of them , shall have the power “ to re­ 
quire th e attendance and testimony ot witnesses 
and the production of all books, papers, cou- 
iracts, agreements aud docum ents relating to 
the m at'er under iuvestigation, aud to ad a; in is- . 
ter oath.-; and to that en i m ay invoke the aid 
of any court of the United States in requiring ; 
the attendance and testimony of witnesses 
and the production of books, papers aud docu­ 
m ents.” 
And it declares th at " anv of the Circuit or 
District Courts of the United States w ithin the 
urtsdictiou of which such inquiry is carried on,

This was indorsed, in addition to its number, 
a mount and a statem ent of its general character, 
as follows:

When uuder exam iuation Mr. Stanford was 
asked to explain in detail the character of the 
expenditure covered by this voucher, he replied 
that he hod uo recollection of its contents, hut 
presumed it was made up of many items. He 
then proceeded to explain at great length the 
m anner in which he did business for the com­ 
pany in negotiating loans and incurring ex­ 
penditures, which was briefly this: The loaus 
were generally negotiated in «an Francisco, aud 
the paym ent of exitniw * incurred by him was 
frequently m ade l here, though for m any years 
the office of the company w as at Sacramento. 
His paym ents were- usually in checks draw n iu 
his own name. 
The check books, w ith loose 
m em oranda kept by him, were hardcd, from 
rime to tim e to some one connected with the 
office, by wbom a general voucher was made up 
em bracing the several expenditures incurred, 
and the voucher was then presented by the wit­ 
ness to the Directors of the company* aud by 
them approved. The witness kept no accounts 
of his several expenditures, except loose memo­ 
randa and his cheok-books, from which the 
vouchers were made up 
and he supposed the 
voucher in question was thus made up He could 
not, at this cate, state the items which m ade up 
the several accouuts—but he had no doubt that 
lie explained the m atter to the company when 
the voucher was presented. To the question: 
" What explanation did you give the com­ 
pany ?” 
the witness answered as follows • 
“ Well, as I do not rem em ber the item s of it, I 
cannot rem em ber, of course, w hat explanation 
I m ay have given to the compauv. I don't 
think I w ent into details o f these things to the 
com pany further than to say I found it neces­ 
sary to expend fur the general interest of the 
com pany so much ; and I do not th is k that they 
tv e r questioned m e particularly as to the wis­ 
dom of the expenditure.” 
The fom m iss‘on then asked the witness this 
question : “ Was any part of the ÍI71.0U0 (the 
sum nam ed in this bill that I have handed to 
you and th at you have) paid for the purpose of 
influencing legislation ?" 
The counsel preseut acting for üie railroad 
company objected to the question, for the rea­ 
son th at the witness had said that he did not 
rem em ber w hat constituted the item s compos­ 
ing the voucher, and said th at upon that point 
(of influencing legislation) any question the 
Commission had asked, or migfit be disposed to 
ask, tire witness would be advised not to an ­ 
swer, upon the ground th a t the company is w ill­ 
ing to account to the Governm ent for its propor­ 
tion of any voucher th at is produced, or of any 
entry up-on the looks of the com pany that is un­ 
explained, und therefore it will not m ake any 
difference w hat is done w ith 
the money— 
w hether it was thrown into the seaor wasted in 
any m anner or form. The Chairm an of the 
Commission repeated the question In a modified 
form, as follows : “ Was any nart of the sum 
named in the v ucher subm itted to you puidto 
auv ageut or individual for the purpose of influ­ 
encing legislation ?" 
*o this the witness answered as follows: " I 
told you 1 did not know anything about this, 
but then I shall act upon the advice of my 
counsel 
I dou’t suppose it can m ake any pos­ 
sible difference as long as we can account for 
the money. If the Government ia not satisfied 
with the voucher* w hif*h we present, w hether 
the money was expended, or wasted or any 
thing of the kind, it cau m ake no possible dif­ 
ference. because it it went into the sea—if I had 
used this money Improperly or throw n it awny 
I m ight be accountable to the Stockholder- für 
my trust, but the Government cannot have any 
more than the money, and the com pany is w ill­ 
ing to account for that if you are uot'sat isiied 
with the action.” 
The witness therefore, under advice of coun­ 
sel. declined to give any further answer. 
The Chairm an also asked this question: “Are 
you aide to state to the Commission that any of 
the money was paid for illegitim ate or corrupt 
purposes—that is, to corrupt the Legislature of 
the Stale of California, or any other State Legis­ 
lature, or the Congress of the United S tates7“ 
and to which the witness snMvered as follows • 
•I have told you what I know, th at 1 do not 
rem em ber about that account, but I can say 
this, that 1 never corrupted a m em ber of the 
Legislature iu mv Ufe. and 1 do net know that 
any el' my agents ever did. -do far as Congress 
is concerned, I saw a statem ent that the Board 
ot Directors allowed my account for expendi­ 
ture.-. made in W ashington or in various places. 
I do not know that I ever had uuy occasion to 
pay out any money at W ashington except for 
my own private expenses." 
The witness, upon further exam ination, tes­ 
tified that liis check -books in which he drew his 
checks for the expenditures were destroyed ; 
th at it ha/1 always been bis habit about once a 
year to have a " clean up,” aud when he wanted 
to go away he would overhaul his papers, aud 
w hat he did not w ant he would destroy ; that 
he had been to Europe three times w ithin the 
last few years, and each tim e he had “ cleaned 
up,” leaving only such papers as in ease he 
m ight not return, he was wiUing that other peo­ 
ple m ight see 
Notw ithstanding the answer of the witness 
that he could not state the items of the voucher, 
aud had no recollection ot anv of them, he was 
repeatedly asked substantially the same ques­ 
tion, as though by its repetition a different a n ­ 
swer m ight be obtained. The answer was, how­ 
ever substantially the same in every instance. 
Other vouchers of a sim ilar kind presented by 
the witness to the company were produced aud 
verified, and with respect to them the witness 
said as iollows : “ I suggest to the Commission 
that there is not iu all that class of bills to-day 
a single item which 1 (switively remember. I 
couid uot tell the am ount nor when those bills 
were eredit-d, excepting 1 went to the books. 
I cannot tell of a single item that w ent to m ake 
up the amounts. Let roy answer as to this and 
to the other (the first) vouchers of that cla-s be 
the same as I have made to the other voucher ; 
aud 1 will take th at position generally.” 
Yet the Commissioners felt it their duty to ask 
specifically as to each voucher substantially the 
same questions, at which some feeling appears 
to have been excited, as the following passage 
from the exam ination upon one of the vouchers 
discloses: 
“ Chairm an of the Commission—Was any part 
of the sum expended through any agent or in­ 
dividual tor the purpose of influencing legisla­ 
tion? 
“ Answer—Not to toy knowledge, I have 
told you already. I do not know the object of 
your exam ining me in this way. I have toid 
you that I do uot know anything about it, and 
I have toid you that, I thiuk, three or four 
times. 
“ The Chairm an—I w ant Ton to diettnctlv u n ­ 
derstand that I am going to ask you as to each 
of these vouchors, and i w ill put it on the 
record. 
“The Witness—And I w ant you to distinctly 
understand that 1 shall exercise my discretion 
about it. 
"The Chairm an—T hat is your right, and it is 
my right and duty, sworn to to ask you. 
“The Witness—it is your right and duty to be 
a gentlem an in asking questions 
"T he Chairm an—Wall, if 1 have not been I 
w ill apologize. 
"The Witness—Well, I think you have occa­ 
sion to apologize for askiug euch questions as 
that over and over again 
“The Chairm an—I will repeat my question 
and you can decline just as you have done. I 
am going through all these vouchers just iu this 
w ay so th at there w bl be no m istake in the fu­ 
ture.’’ 
The Commissioners now ask in their petition 
that the witness be summoned to show cause 
why he should not be required to answer the In­ 
terrogatories w hether any part of the sums 
nam ed in the several vouchers was paid lor the 
purpose of influencing legislation, which he has 
declined to do except in the m anner stated. 
Subsequently interrogatories were propound­ 
ed to Mr. Stanford inquiring w hether an y p r- 
tiou of the moneys covered by the Bevcral 
vouchers produced following the first on - was 
paid to certain parties, who were nan ed, for the 
purpose of using the same in connection with 
measures pending in the Legislature. 
The witness dccliued to answer these in ter­ 
rogatories, and tb “ Commissioners also ask in 
their petition that he be summoned to show 
cause why he should not be required to answer 
them . 
It was also in evidence before the Commission 
that in December, 11875, the legislature of Cal- 
lornia was iu session in the city of Sacramento, 
and that it was the custom of the railroad com­ 
pany to be represented before its committees. 
The Commission thereupon inquired as follows: 
“The Chairm an—How m any representatives 
did you have there? 
" Answer—I used to genera-ly go there and 
spend a good deal of lim e w hen there was anv 
very hostile legislation going on or proposed. I 
was up there, and sometimes had one of oar 
Deople and sometimes another—sometimes one 
lawyer and sometimes another. 
“ The Chairm an—Please nam e the lawyers 
who were in the habit of attending the Legis­ 
lature with you. 
" Answer—Unless it is really necessary, I do 
not w ant to go into the detail of anything of 


that kind. We often employed agenta in a con­ 
fidential character, and it was not advisable that 
others should know that they were in our serv­ 
ice. I do not want to answer unless I sun com­ 
pelled to answer. I want to give you all the in­ 
formation that it is in our power, by which yon 
may understand under what obligations we are 
to the Government. 
" if we have wrongfully disposed of any of the 
assets of the Central Pacific Company that could 
r 


jssibly affect its relation w ith the Government, 
want you to know it, but where it is a m atter 
merely between mj-Belt and my stockholders 
and Directors, and ft cannot make any differ 
ence in our relations to the Government or w hat 
the Government may want to claim because of 
the lack of proper 
vouchers upon which 
to base their five or twenty-five per oent., Ido 
not want todo it. I cannot concelvethat theques- 
tions you are asking me can possibly affect 
our account with the Government as long as we 
are willing to pay. 
If you are not satisfied 
with these vouchers, we say to you. say so, and 
we will account for them as money on hand.” 
To the question subsequently repeated the 
witness decliued lo answer, ami the Commis­ 
sioners pray In their petition th at the witness 
also be required by order of the Court to show 
cause why he shall not la' required to answer 
this interrogatory. Upou the tiling of the peti- 
tiou, w hich was signed and verified by the oath 
of the Commissioners, au older was entered as 
prayed, that the witness shonid show cause be­ 
fore the Court on a day designated why he 
should not be required to appear before them 
and answer the interrogatories propounded. 
The p itoe-ss appeared in response to the order 
and tiled liis answer to the petition, in which 
he gives at some length the history of the con­ 
struction of the mud of the company, and of 
the difficulties its projectors hr.d to encounter, 
and mentions the aid iu bonds and lauds re- 
ceiv. /I from the Government, and the annual 
reports made the Secretary of the Treasury of 
its condition and m anagem ent. He states that 
since its organization, in June, 1S61, he has 
been its President, aud after describing the 
m anner of doing business, adds: "Iu this way 
I have taken part in transacting the business of 
the company for a ¡>eriod now extending over 
(25) twenty-five years, and in point of value ag 
upwards of four huudred millions of 
ollar*. As the business took place I was cog­ 
nizant of it, but owing to its m ultiplicity and the 
pressure of m atters more im portant than mere 
detail, as well as the lapse or time, 1 am now no 
longer able to recall m any of the m atters with 
which 1 was personally so fam iliar." 
He also states that by the decision of the Su­ 
prem e Court the relation between the United 
States and the railroad company is that of cred­ 
itor and debtor, and th at the rights of both are 
those springing from that relation; that the ex ­ 
am ination made by the Commission has not 
only extended to the affairs of the Central Pa­ 
cific Railroad Company, but has e(tended lo a 
searching iuve-tigatiou of the affairs of all the 
consolidated and allied companies eounected 
with that corporation; and that their affairs 
have been exam ined into not onlv by the ex­ 
perts of the Commission but the Commissioners 
themselves, and their business relatious have 
been exposed to the public and the prying curi­ 
osity of rival business corporations; and that 
the Commission insists upon investigating m at­ 
ters w ith w hich the Government has and can 
have no possible concern; that tho disrosltiou the 
company may have made of such portion of its 
assets or earnings us the Government has not 
and never had any interest in, is of this,char- 
acte: and yet the Commission insist upon an 
swers to questions respecting such disposition 
w hich can have uo possible effect upon the re­ 
lations between the company and the Govern­ 
ment, and can only tend to cast suspicion upon 
parties whose names may he mentioned, and as 
the subject in respect to w hich these questions 
are propounded are of an exclusively private 
character and iu no way affecting the interests 
of th e Governm ent, neither the company nor its 
officers feel called upon to answer. 
The respondent also m akes this extraordinary 
statem ent that he is constrained to this course 
"as the gentlem en of the Commission have dis­ 
tinctly and repeatedly avowed la the course of 
their exam ination that they do not regard them ­ 
selves bound in such exam ination bv the ordi­ 
nary rules of evidence, that they woii'ul receive 
hearsay and ex parte statem ents, surmises, sus- 
pic.ous, and all character of inform ation that 
niizht be called to their attention ;” and that 
during the course of his exam ination it had 
more than once transpired that he was exam- 
inert upon charges m ade In pleadings and pro­ 
ceedings instituted against the company based 
upon suspicion and -unuises. and in many 
cases without actual foundation; that questions 
had been propounded, and a line oi exam ina­ 
tion pursued manifestly prompted by disaffected 
and hostile parties whose aim was more the 
pursuit of personal enm ity of a private charac­ 
ter than the interests of the public at large or 
the ends of justice; that to answer anv of the 
objectionable 
questions 
would 
necessarily 
give rise to the implication that ail persons 
whose nam es m aybe m entioned in the ques­ 
tions to which answers are declined are guilty 
of the acts of commission which is implied in 
the bare asking o f the questions; that in his 
testimony he had said in substance, and now 
repeats it, tnat he never corrupted or attem pted 
to corrupt any m em ber of tne Legislature or 
any m em ber of Congress or anv public official 
and never authorized any agent* todo so that all 
the olaims covered by the vouchers retcrred to 
have received uot only the approval of the Board 
of Directors of the Central Pacific Railroad Com? 
panv, but likewise the approval of the stock­ 
holders of that company ; that all parties w ho 
could iu anywise legally and equitably be af­ 
fected by the disbursem ents em braced in them 
were lully satisfied therew ith and have ratified 
and approved of the same. And in addition the 
respondent states th at in the condui t and man 
agement of a business of the m agnitude of the 
Central Pacific Railroad and the various corpor­ 
ations consolidated and allied therew ith 
it is 
impossible uot trom tim e to tim e to have to do 
business involving disbursem ents which every 
dictate of business prudence w ill not adm it ot 
being made public; tlial arrangem ents of a pri 
vate character, nam es of parties not publicly 
known, and the disclosure of which could ouiv 
result in delcating the ends in view and expos­ 
ing the persons so named to suspicion or oblo 
quv, would forbid m aking the same public, 
either upon the archives of the company or be­ 
fore a public commission ; that this course of 
policy is not only sanctioned by ordinary ex 
periencein business life, bu! the Government of 
the U n'ted States and the Government of the 
State of California, as welt as the Government 
of the City and County of San Francisco, sever­ 
ally, allow to their chief m agistrates monev, the 
investm ent of which is com m itted exclusively 
to their judgm ent and discretion, and for iv m h 
detailed vouchers are never required. 
The respondent further adds that the Com­ 
mission had deem ed it its duty to pr pound 
questions Involving crim inality on his part and 
on the part of the 
persona whose names 
were m entioned in such questions, answers 
to 
which, 
for the reasons stated, he has 
felt constrained to decline to m ake ; th at acting 
not only on his own behalf, but on behalf of 
those whose Interests as stockholders of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad Company are committed tct 
his charge, he feels bound to decline to answer 
them unless by the Court he is otherwise di­ 
rected. 
The purport of the answer of the respondent 
is that the Government has no legal interest iu 
the m atters in relation to which the interroga­ 
tories are propounded ; that he lias answ ered 
the interrogatories so far 
os 
it 
was 
in 
hid 
power 
to 
do 
so, 
not 
having 
any 
recollection of the items for which the vouchers 
were made up. at this distant day from the 
transactions to which they relate, aud th at he 
is shielded by the Constitution from answering 
questions implying crim inality in his conduct 
and calculated to cast aspersions upon others. 
The District attorney of the United States, 
acting for the Commissioners, moves for a per­ 
emptory order upon the witness to compel him 
to answer interrogatories, notw ithstanding his 
answ er to the order to show cause. 
The m otion for a peremptory order upon the 
witness to 
answer the iuierrogatones pro­ 
pounded by the Railway Commission has been 
fully argued, and everyihing which could be 
said in its favor has been ably presented bv the 
United States Attorney, either in oral or prim ed 
arguments. In resisting the motion counsel ot 
the respondent have not confiued them selves to 
a discussion of the propriety and necessities of 
the interrogatories, and 'h e sufficiency of the 
answers given by him, but they have assailed 
the validity of the Act creating the Commission, 
so iar as it authorizes aD exam ination into the 
private affairs of the Directors, officers and em 
ployesof the Central Tacitic Railroad Company 
and confers the right to invoke the power of the 
Federal Courts in aid ot the general investiga­ 
tion directed. 
Im pres ed with the gravity of the questions 
preseDtod, we have given to them all the consid­ 
eration in our power. 
The Pacific Railway Commission, created 
under the Act of /ingress of March 3, 1887, is 
, not a judicial body; it poss'sses no judicial 
I powers; it can determ ine no right to the Govern- 
I m ent or of the companies whose affairs it inves­ 
tigates. Those rights will rem ain the subject of 
judicial inquiry and determ ination as fully as 
though the Commission had never been created, 
and in such inquiry its report to the President of 
its nation w ill not be even admissible as evi­ 
dence of any of the m atters investigated. 
It is 
a mere Buaid of Inquiry, directed to obtain in­ 
formation upon certain m atters and report the 
result of its iuvestigation to the President, who 
is to lay the same before Congress. In the pro­ 
gress of its investigations and* iu furtherance of 
them it is in terms authorized to invoke the aid 
of the Courts of the United 6 tafea iu requiring the 
attendance and t stimony of the witnesses and 
the production ot hooks, papers and documents. 
And the Act provides that the Circuit or Dis­ 
trict Court of the United (dates w ithin the juris- 
dict’nn of w hich (he inquiry of the Commission 
is had, in case of contum acy or refusal of any 
person to obey a subpeDa to him , may issue an 
order requiring such person to appear before the 
Commissioner*and produce books aud papers 
and give evidence touching the m atters In 
question. 


O pinion o l J u stice F ield . 
The investigation directed is to be: distin­ 
guished from the inquiries authorized upon 
taking the census. The Constitntiou provides 
for an enum eration of the inhabitant* of toe 
Slates at regu'ar periods, iu order to iurnish a 
basis for the apportionm ent of representatives 
and in connection with the ascertainm ent of the 
num ber of inhabitants, the Act of Congress 
provides for certain inquiries as to their age, 
birth, m arripge, occupation and respecting some 
other m atters o ' general interest, and for a re- 
/ fusal of any one to answer them a sm all pcn- 
ally is imposed. (R. 9., 3ec. 2171.) There is no 
attem pt in such inquiries to pry into the private 
affairs and pape sof any one, nor are the Goons 
Called upon to enforce answers to them , Similar 
inquiries usually accompany the takingof a cen­ 
sus of every eouutry, and are uot deemed to en­ 
croach upon the rights of th e citizen. 
Aud in addition to the inquiries nsually ac­ 
companying the taking cf the census, there is 
no doubt that Congr as may authorize a Com­ 
mission to obtain inform ation ii|>on anv subject 
which, in its judgm ent, it may be im portant to 
, posses*. It may inquire into the extent of the 
productions of the country of any kiud, natural 
’ and artificial, aud seek inform ation as to the 


habits, busiuess and even amusements ot the 
people. But in its inquiries it is qsntrolled by 
the same guards against the invasion of private 
rights which limit ihe investigations of private 
parties into similar matters, m the pursuit ot 
knowledge it cannot compel the production of 
the private books and papers of the citizen for 
its inspection, except in the progress of judicial 
proceedings, or in suit* instituted for that pur­ 
pose, and in both cases only upon averments 
that its rights are in *ome way dependent for 
enforcement upon the evidence those books and 
papers contain. 


TH E BIGHTS OP CITT/Brt*. 
Of all the rights of the citizen few are ot 
greater im portance or more essential to his peace 
aud happiness than the right of personal secur­ 
ity. and that involves not merely protection of 
hi* person from assault, but exem ption of his 
private affairs, books and papers from the in­ 
spection and scrutiny of others. W ithout the 
enjoym ent of this right all other rights would 
lose halt their value. The law provides for the 
compulsory production, in the progress of judi­ 
cial proceedings or by direct suit for th at pur 
pose, of such documents as affect the interest of 
others, and also in certain cases for the seizure 
of erim iuatiug papers necessary for the prosecu­ 
tion of offenders agaiust public) ustice, and only 
in or.e of these ways can they be ohtuined and 
th eir contents made kDow n against the will of 
the owners. 
Iu the recent ease of Boyd vs. The United 
«lates (116 U. 8. 616.), the Supreme Court held 
th at a provision of a law of Congress w hich au 
thorized a Court of the United m ates in revenue 
cases, ou motion of the Government attorney, to 
require the defendant or claim ant to produce in 
Court his private books, iuvoices, aud papers.or 
th a t the allegations of the attorney respecting 
them should Ik- tasen as confessed, w as uncon­ 
stitutional aud void as applied to suits for pen­ 
alties or to establish h forfeiture of the party’s 
goods. The Court, sneaking by Justice Bradley, 
said : “ Any compulsory discovery by extortiiig 
the party's oalfi. or compelling the production 
of liis priva’e books and papers to convict him 
of crim e or to forfeit his property, is contrary lo 
the principles of á free lOVürnment. It is ab­ 
horrent to the instincts of an Englishman ; it is 
abhorrent to the instincts of au American, it 
may suit the: purpose of a despotic power, but it 
Cannot abide the pure atmosphere of political 
liberty and personal freedom.'1 The language 
thus used liad refereuce.it is true, to the com­ 
pulsory' production of papers as a foundation for 
crim inal proceedings, but it Is applicable to any 
-uch production of the private b oksnnd papers 
of a party otherwise than in the course of judi­ 
cial proceedings or a direct suit for that pur­ 
pose. it is the forcible intru.-lou iuto aud com­ 
pulsory exposure of one’s private affairs and pa­ 
per*, without judicial proee-s, or iu the course 
of judicial proceedings which is coutrary to the 
principles of free government, and is abhor­ 
rent to ihe instincts of Englishmen aud Amtr- 
icans. 
In his opinion in the celebrated case of En- 
tick vs. Carrington, and Three Olher King s 
Messengers, reponed at length in 19 Howeb’a 
State Trials, 1029, Lord Camden said : 
“ I'upers 
ure the owner's goods and chattels ; they are 
his dearest property, and are so far from eudur 
in g a seizure, that they wiil hardly bear inspec­ 
tion ; and though the eye cannot by the laws 
of England he guilty of a trespass, yet where 
papers arc removed and carried away the secret 
nature ol those goods will be an aggravation of 
the trespass, and dem and more considerable 
dam ages iu that respect. Where is the written 
law that gives any -Magistrate such a power* I 
can safely answer, there is none; and, there­ 
fore, it is too m uch for us, without such authori­ 
ty, to pronounce a practice legal which would 
be subversive of all the comforts of society." 
Compulsory process to produce such jiapers, 
not iu ajudicial proceeding, but before a Com- 
m bsiou of Inquiry, is as subversive of “ all the 
comforts of society” as their seizure under the 
general w arrant condem ned in that case. The 
principles laid down in the opinion of Lord 
Camden, said the Supreme Court of the United 
«lates, "affect the very essence of constitutional 
liberty aud security. They reach further than 
the concrete lorm of the case then before the 
Court with its adventitious circum stances ; they 
apply to ail invasions on the cart of the Gov­ 
ernm ent and its employes of the sanctity of 
m an s hom e and the privacies of lite.” 
NO FOWKR TO INQUIRE INTO PRIVATE AFFAIRS. 
In Kilbourn vs. Thompson (113 U. S., 168) we 
have a decision of t i e Supreme Court of the 
U nited States, that neither house of Congress 
h ad the power to m ake inquiries into the pri­ 
van; aflafis of the citizen ; that is, to compel ex­ 
posure of such affairs. T hat case w a -thi.-: The 
firm of Jay Cooke & Go. were debtors of the United 
States, aud it was alleged that they were inter 
est/ai in ,i "re a l estate pool" in the city of 
W ashington, aud th at the trustees oftheir estate 
and effects had made a settlem -ntot their inter­ 
ests w ith the associates of the firm to the disad­ 
vantage and loss of numerous creditors, includ­ 
ing th - Government of the United States, 
ih e 
House of Representatives, by a resolution recit­ 
ing these tact-, authorized the Speaki-r to ap­ 
point a committee of five to inquire into the 
m atter aud ni-tory of said "real estate pool ” 
and the character o f the settlem ent, w ith the 
am ount of the property involved in w hich Jay 
Cooke X Co. were interested, and the am ount 
paid, or to be paid, in said settlem ent, with 
power to send for persous and papers, and report 
to 
the 
liouse. 
The 
committee 
was ap­ 
pointed and organized, 
and 
proceeded I*» 
m ake 
the 
inquiry 
directed. 
A 
subpena 
was issued to one Kilbourn. commanding him 
to appear before the com m ittee to tc.-titv uud be 
exam ined touching the m atters tobe Inquired 
iuto, aud to bring w ltn him certain designated 
records, papers and maps relating to the in­ 
quiry. Kilbourn appeared before the committee 
and was asked to slate the nam es of the five 
m em bers ot the rea! t state pool and w here each 
resided, and he refused lo answ er the question 
or to produce the books which had been re­ 
quired. The committee reported tne m atter to 
the House. and it ordered th e Speaker(o iasu 
his w arrant directed to the Scnream-at-Arms to 
arresi Kilbourn and bring him before the narof 
the H ous; to answer why he should not be puu 
ished for contem pt. 
o n being brought before 
the House, Kilbou'U persisted iu h > refusal to 
answ er the question aud to product the books 
and papers required. 
He was thereupon held 
to bo in contem pt and committed to the custody 
of the Sergeant nt Arms until he should slgniiy 
his willingness to appear before tbe committee 
and answer (be question and obey the subpena 
•fa/'/ '«*«» 
and it was ordered that ill the 
m eantim e the «ergeant at-Arms should cmi-c 
him to be confine,) in the common 
jail 
of 
the 
District 
of 
Columbia. 
He 
was 
accordingly 
confined 
in 
that 
jail 
for 
forty-five day-, w een he was re’eased ou habeas 
corpus by the Chief Justtceoftlie «tipreme (Joint 
of the District oi Columbia. 
1 pon his re in e , 
he sued the speaker of the House, the members 
ot the committee, aud the «ergeaut-at-Arms for 
his forcible urrest and confinement. The dc- 
fi-.ndaut pleaded the facts recited, to which picas 
the plaiutiff dem urred. The dem urrer was over­ 
ruled and judgm ent ordered for the defendants. 
On a w rito f error to the Supreme G-ourt the judg­ 
m ent was affirmed as to all the defendants ex­ 
cept the «ergeant-at-Arms. They being m em ­ 
bers of the House were he'd to be protected 
from prosecution for theii aeiion. 
But as to 
Thompson the judgm ent was reversed, and the 
ease rem anded for further proceeding*. In the 
«uprem e Court the rase received great consider­ 
ation, and it was held that th e subject-m atter of 
the investigation was judicial and Dot legis­ 
lative. and that there wa- no power in Congress 
or iu either House, on the allegation that an in­ 
solvent debtor of the United states was inter­ 
ested in a private business partnership, to in ­ 
vestigate the affaire of that partnership, aud. 
consequently, no authority to compel a w itn< so 
to te tify ou the subject. 
” The House of Representatives." said the 
Court, " has the sole right to im peach officers of 
the Government, and the Senate to try them. 
Were the question of such imj>eachment before 
either body acting in its appropriate sphere on 
tiiat subject, we see no reason to doubt the right 
to compel the attendance of witnesses and their 
answ er to proper questions in the same m anner 
and by the use ol the same m eans that Courts of 
justice cau in ¡ike cas’-s. W hether the power of 
punishm ent in either House by fine or imprison­ 
m ent goes beyond this or not. we are sure that 
uo person cun be punished for contum acy as a 
witness before either House, unless his* testi­ 
m ony is required in a m atter into which that 
House has jurisdiction to inquire, and we feel 
equally sure that neither of these bodies t/os- 
sesses the general power of m aking inquiry into 
the private affairs of the citizen." 
And again: 
“ If the investigation which the com m ittee was 
directed to make was judicial in its character, 
and could only lie properly an/1 successfully 
m ade by a Court of justice, and if it related 
to a m atter wherein relief or redress could bo 
had only by a judicial proceeding, we do not, 
after wh it has been Baid, deem it necessary to 
discuss the preposition that the power attem pted 
to tie exercised was one confl icd by the Cousti- 
tutiiTii to the Judicial, and uot the Legislative 
. Departm ent of the Government. We think it, 
| equally clear that the power ass rted is Judi- 
I cial, and not legislative.” And again: "T h e 
! resolution adoptad a s a sequence of the prearn 
i ble contains no hint of any intention of final ac­ 
tion by Congrem on the subject. 
Ill all the ar- 
¡ gum ent on the case no suggestion lias been 
| m ade of w hat the House ol R/;pre*entativos or 
i the Congress could have done in the way of 
remedying the w rong or securing the creditor* 
; of Jay Ooukc 4 Co., or even the United «tates. 
Was it to be simply a fruitless investigation into 
the personal affaire of individuals? If so, the 
House of Representatives had no power or 
authority in the m atter more than anv other 
equal num ber of gentlemen luten-Hti d for the 
Government of their country. By fruitless, we 
m ean that it could result in no valid ltgisiation 
otfi the subject lo which the inquiry referred." 
When the ease went back to the Hnpreme 
Court of tbe District of Columbia and was tried, 
tbe plaintiff recovered a verdict of $100,000 
against the Sergeant-at-Arms. 
This am ount 
was subsequently reduced to $25.000, which was 
paid by oraer of Congress. 
This case will stand for ail time as a bulwark 
against the invasion of the right of the citizen to 
protection in his private affair* against the un­ 
lim ited scrutiny of investigation by a Congres­ 
sional Committee. The Courts arc open to the 
United States as they are to the private citizen, 
and both can there secure by regular proceed­ 
ings am ple protection of all rights and interests, 
w hich are entitled to protection under a gov­ 
ernm ent of a w ritten constitution and laws. 
TH E POWEB OP m 
i COMMISSION, 
. 
The Act of Congress not only authorizes a 
searching investigation into the methods, affaire 
and business of the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company, but it make* it tbe duty of the Rail­ 
way Commission to inquire ioto. ascertain aud 
report w hether any of the Directors, officers or 
employes of that company have been, or are 
now. directly or indirectly interested, and to 
w hat am ount or extent, in any other railroad, 
steam ship, telegraph, express, m ining, con­ 
struction or other business com pany or corpora­ 
tion. a n ! with which any agreements, under­ 
takings or leases have been made or entered 
into. 
There are over one hundred officers, 
principal and m inor, of the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road Company, and nearly five thousand em ­ 
I pioyes. It is not unreasonable to suppose that 
a large proportion of these have some in­ 
terest as stockholders or otherwise in some 
other company or corporation w ith which 


the railway company may have an agreement 
of some kind: and it would be difficult to state 
the extent to which tbe explorations of the 
Commission into the private affairs ot these per 
“°u* may not go, if the mandate of the Act 
could be fully carried out. But In accordance 
with the principles declared in Kilboora v s 
Thompson, and the equally im portant doctrines 
announced in Boyd vs. The U nite! -tales, the 
Commission is lim ited in its inquiries tuto the 
interests of these Directors, officers and em ­ 
ployes in any other business, company or cor­ 
poration to sucn m atters os these persons may 
choose to disclose. They caunot be compelled 
to open their books and expose such other busi­ 
ness to the inspection aud exam ination of the 
Commission. They were not prohibited from 
engaging in any other lawful business because 
of their interests In and connection with the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company; and that 
other business m ight as well be the construction 
and m anagem ent of other railroads, as the 
planting o f vines or raising of fruit, in which 
some of these Directors and officers and em ­ 
ployes have been, in fact, engaged. And they 
are entitled '.o tbe same protection and exem o­ 
tion from inquisitorial investigation into such 
business as any other citizen engaged in like 
business. 
W ith reference to the vouchers respecting 
which the principal interrogatories are pro­ 
pounded and to which we are asked to compel 
answer* from the witness, it is conceded by the 
Commissioner* on this m otion that the moneys 
covered by them were not charged against the 
United States in ascertaining the net earnings 
of the company. If such were the case, it is dif­ 
ficult to see w hat interest the United States ran 
have in the disposition of these moneys. Be that 
as it may. the Federal Courts cannot, upon that 
concession, aid the Commission in ascertaining 
how the moneys were expended. Those Courts 
cannot become the instrum ent of the Commis­ 
sion in turthering Us investigation. 
Their power, its nature and extent is defined 
by the Constitution. The Government eetab- 
lished by that instrum ent is one of the delegated 
powers, supreme in its prescribed sphere but 
without authority beyond it. No depaitm ent 
of it cun exorcise any powers not specifically 
enum erated or 
necessarily im plied in those 
enum erated. 8nch is the teaching of ail of our 
greet Jurists, and the tenth am endm ent declares 
that “the loiwers not . delegated to m e Un itod 
States by the Constitution, nor prohibited by it 
to the States, are reserved to .the States respec­ 
tively, or to the people,” Ánv legislation of 
Congress beyond tbe lim its of tho powers dele­ 
gated is an invasion of the rights reserved to the 
States or to the people and is necessarily void. 
The first section ot the third article of the Con­ 
stitution declares that “the judicial power of 
the United «lates shall be vested ill one «upremo 
Court and such inferior Courts as the Congress 
may, I rom tim e to time, ordain and establish ” 
The second section of the same article declares 
that "the judicial power shall extend to all 
cases, iu law aud equity, arising under this 
Constitution, the laws of the United (Rates and 
treaties made, or which shall be made, under 
their authority: to all eases affecting embassa­ 
dors, olher pub.ic ministers and consuls: to aii 
cas.b ol ad m iralty and m aritine jurisdiction- 
to controversies to which the United «lates shall 
be a party; to controversies between two o r 
more «tales: between a Slate and citizens of an ­ 
other State: between citizens ofdifferent states 
between citizensof the same State claim ing lands 
under grants of different States, and between a 
state, or the citizens thereof, and foreign States, 
citizens or subjects.” 
This section was modified bv the Eleventh 
Amendment, declaring that " the judicial power 
shall uot be construed to extend to any suit in 
law or equity, commenced or prosecuted against 
one of the United States by citizens of another 
State, or by citizens or subjects of any foreign 
etatc." 
As thus modified, tbe section states all the 
cases and controversies in which the judicial 
power of the 1 nited States can be exercised, ex­ 
cept those arising on a petition for a writ of 
habeas corpus, which is regarded as a suit ior 
one's personal letedom . The judicial power of 
the I nlted Slates is, therefore, vested in the 
Courts, and can only be exercised by them in 
the easts and controversies enum erated and in 
j>etiliotis for writs of habeas corpus. In no 
other proceeding can that power be invoked, 
and it Is not com petent for Congress to require 
its exercise in any other way. Any Act provid 
ing for such exercise would be a direct invasion 
of the rights reserved to the States or to the 
1-eoplc : and it would be the duty of the Court 
to declare it null aud void, «torv says, in his 
Commentaries on the Constitution, th at “ the 
f'inciious of the Judges of the Courts of the 
United States are strictly and exclusively ju ­ 
dicial. They cauno', therefore, be called upon 
to advise the President in any executive meas­ 
ures, or to give extra judicial interpretations ot 
law, or to act as Commissioner* in cases ot pen­ 
sions or other like proceedings.” (Sec. 1777.) 
The judicial article of the Constitution m en­ 
tions cases and controversies. The term contro 
vervit-s if distinguishable at all from eases, ia so 
In that it is less com prehensive than the latter, 
and includes only suits of a civil naiure. (Chis­ 
holm vs. Georgia. 2 Dail. 131.432: ist iu ek er’s 
Commentaries, App. 4-ff, 421.1 By case* and 
controversies are intended the cluims of liti­ 
gants brought before the Courts tor determ ina­ 
tion by ;iicn regular proceedings as are estab­ 
lished by law or custom for the protection or 
enforcem ent of rights or the prevention, redress 
or punishm ent of wrongs. W henever the claim 
of a party under the Cunstitutiou, laws or treaties 
of the ’’uited State- takes such a lonn that the 
judicial power is cspaVjK.-fading upon it,then it 
has become a cu e. 
T ’w term im pliis the exist­ 
ence oi present orpossible adverse parties whose 
contention? are subm itted to the Courts for ad- 
tndicati-n. 
In Osborn vs. United R ates (9 Whea. 819) the 
Supreme Court, speuking by Chief Justice Mar- 
shaii, alter quoting the iff Article of the Consti­ 
tution declaring tilt- extent of the judicial power 
ot the I nited Stales, said : “ This c- alise enables 
tlie judicial departm ent to receive jurisdiction 
te the full extent of the Constitution, laws and 
treaties oi the United «tutes, wheu any question 
respecting tlicm shall a.-slim - such a form that 
Che judicial power is capable o; acting on it. 
T hat power is capable oi acting only w hen the 
subject is subm itted to it by a party who asserts 
hi.- rights in lie- form prescribed* by law. It 
then becomes a ease, and flier Cunsritntion de­ 
clares that the judicial provershall extend to all 
eases arising under the Constitution, laws und 
treaties of the United .State.-.'’ 
In his “ Commentaries on the Constitution," 
Mr. Justice- Story says: ” It is clear that the ju d i­ 
cial departm ent is authorized to exercise juris 
diction to the full extent of the Constitution, 
laws and treaties of the United «tutes, w henever 
any question respecting them shall a—ume such 
a torni that ihe judicial power is capable of act­ 
ing upon it. When it has u.-sumcd ,-uch a form, 
it then becomes a case; and then, and not till 
then, the judicial pow er attaches to it. A case, 
then, in the sense of this clause of the Constitu­ 
tion, arises w hen some subject touching the 
Constitution, laws or treaties of Ihe United 
Htates is subm itted to the Courts by a party who 
asserts his rights in the form prescribed by­ 
law.” 
And Mr. Justice «tory refers in a nolc to 
the speech of M arshall ou the euse of Bobbins 
iu the House of Represenlatives before he be­ 
cam e Chief Justice, which contains a clear state­ 
m ent of the conditions upon which the judicial 
power of the United «lates can be exercised, 
ill* language was: “ By extendiug the judicial 
power to all cases in law and equitv, the Consti­ 
tution has never been understood to confer on 
that departm ent any political power whatever. 
To come w ithin this description, a question 
m ust assume a legal form for forensic litigation 
and judicial decision. There must be parties to 
come into Court who can be reached by its pro- 
coa--, and bound by its power; whose rights ad­ 
m it of ultim ate decision bv a tribunal to which 
they are bound to subm it.” 
The proceei-ings lo obtain testim ony upon let­ 
ters rogatory to be used in the Courts of foreign 
countries is not, as suggested by couusel, au ex­ 
ception to this doctrine. There are certain 
powers inherent in ali Courts, The power to 
preserve order in their proceeding?, and ;o pun­ 
ish for contem pt of their autfioritv. are in­ 
stances of this kind. And by jurists *and text 
writers tbe power of the Courts of record of one 
country, as a m atter of comity, to furnish assist 
ance. so far a? is consistent w ith th-.-ir own juris­ 
diction. to the Courts of another country by ink­ 
ing the testimony of witnesses to be used in the 
foreign country, or by ordering it to be taken 
before a m agistrate or Commissioner, has also 
been classed among their inherent powers. 
“ For l>y the law of nations," says Greenleaf, 
“ Gourts of justice of different countries are 
bound m utually to aid and assist each other, 
for the iunheranc-e of ju stice; and hence, when 
the testim ony of a foreign w itne-s is uecessa-y, 
the Court before which the action is pendiug 
may send to the Court w ithin whose jurisdiction 
the witness re-ides a writ, either patent or close, 
usually term ed a letter rogatory, or a eon- ::i-s- 
sion s-jh muiux virifutUudtnit o&>-ntu uc ;n juri* 
/-/A/idton, from those words contained iu it.* Es­ 
tilla instrum ent the Court abroad i- informed o*f 
the pendency of the cause and the nam es of the 
foreign witnesses, aud is requested to cause their 
depositions to be tsken in due course of law, for 
the furtherance of justice ; with nu offer on the 
wart of the tribunal m aking the request todo the 
iike for the other, ia a sim ilar case.” 
(Treatise 
on Evidence, Vol. 1. Section 320.) The comity 
in behalf of which this power is exercised can­ 
not, of course, be invoked by auy mere Investi­ 
gating Commission. And it would seem that 
by Act of Congress, the power of the Federal 
Courts iu this respect has been restricted to 
cases in which a foreign Government ia a party 
or has an interest. (R. S. Sec. 4071.) 
The Act of congress creating the Railway 
fVimmissiun in forms provides, as already stated, 
that it m ay invoke the aid of any Circuit or 
District Court to require the attendance of wit­ 
nesses and the production ot books, paper* and 
docum ents relutiDg to the subject oí in q u irí: and 
empower* the Court, in case ot contum acy or re- 
1 usa Is of persons to obey subpcnas to them , to !s- 
Bue orders requesting them to appear before the 
Commissioners, or either o f them, and produce 
the books aud paper; ordered, and give evidence 
touching the matter* in questions, aud lo punish 
disobedience to its orders, and does not appear 
to leave auy discretion in tbe m atter w ith tho 
Court. It would seem as though Congress in­ 
tended that the Court should m ake the orders 
sought upou the mere request of the Commission­ 
ers, w ithout regard to the nature of the inquiry. 
It is difficult tobelieve that it could have intended 
tliAt the Court should thus be the mere execu­ 
tor of the Commissioners’ will. And yet, if the 
Commissioners are not bound, as they have 
asserted, by any rules ot evidence in their in­ 
vestigations, and may receive hearsay, ex parte 
stalements, and information of every character 
th at may be brought to their attention, and the 
Court is to aid them iu this m anner of investi­ 
gation, there can be no room f >r tho exercise of 
judgm ent as to the propriety of the questions 
asked, aud the Coort is left merely to direct 
that the pleasure of the Commiseiouers in the 
line of their inquiries be carried out. But if it 
was expected that the Court, when it* aid is in­ 
voked. should exam ine the subject of the in­ 
quiries to see their character, so as to be able to 
determ ine the propriety and persistency of the 
questions, aud the propriety and necessity of 
producing the books, papers and document* 
asked for before the Commission, then it would 
be called upon to exercise advisory functions in 
an adm inistrative or political proceeding, or 
the exercise of judicial pow er; if the former, 
invested ii *’ 
they cannot be 
in the Court; if the 


latter, the power can only be exercised in th<* 
eases or controversies enumerated in the Cou 
stitutlon. or in cases of habeas oorpug. 


a raonsioN o p t h b act void. 
The provision of the Act authorizing the 
Courts to aid in the investigation iu the manner 
Indicated must, therefore, be adjudged void 
The Federal Courts, under the Constitution, 
canuot be made the aids to any investigation by 
a Commission or a committee into tbe affairs of 
any one. If rights are to be protected or wrongs 
redressed by auy investigations, it must be con­ 
ducted by regular proceedings in the Courts of 
jnstiee in cases authorized by tbe Constitution. 
The inability of the Courts of the United .-tates 
to exercise power in any other than regular judi­ 
cial proceedings was decided iu Havburu’s case 
as larly as 1792. (2 Dali., 409.) 
In March of that year Congress passed an Act 
providing that invalid officers, soldi- rs and sea­ 
men of the revolution should be entitled lo cer 
tain pensions proportionate to the extent of 
their disability, aud devolved upon the Circuit 
Court of the United States o f the district where 
the invalid resided the duty of exam ining the 
proofs presented of the nature and ex ent of 
the disability, and of determ ine wjiat am ount 
of their m onthly pay would be equivalent to 
the disability ascertained, and lo certify tbe 
same to the Secretary of War, w ho was to plac e 
the nam e of the applicant on the pension list of 
the United States in conformity thereto, unless 
he bad cause to suspect Impositions or m is­ 
takes, in which case he was authorized to w ith­ 
hold the nam e of the applicant from the list 
and report the same to Congress at its next fes- 
siou. (1 Stats, at large. 244, Sees. 2 and 4.) 
Ever) Circuit Judge, except one who did not 
have the question before him , was of opinion 
that the law was unconstitutional and void. 
From a statem ent 
of Mr. 
Justice 
Curtis, 
in a note appended to the report of the case 
it would seem that the 
Judges 
were of 
the opinion th at the power devolved upon 
them by the Act was uot judicial iu the tense 
of the Constitution, and if judicial, that their 
decisions could uot be subject to the revision oi 
the «ocretary of War, or of ihe Congress of the 
United «tates. 
Plainly, the power exercised by 
them in determ ining the extent to which the 
invalid? were entitled to the pensions provided 
upon the proof produced was in it* nature judi­ 
cial, for it required exam ination of evidence 
and judgm ent thereon, hut it wa* not judicial in 
the sense of the Constitution uuder which judi­ 
cial power can be exercised only iu esses 
enum erated iff that instrum ent. The Judges 
lorw aided their conclusions to President Wash­ 
ington. and the Act was tmbsequeutlyYepealcd. 
A suit being afterward* brought against one 
Yale Tod-1, to recover back the am ount of pen­ 
sion paid to him , the question of the validity of 
the Act cam e before the Supreme Court, and 
judgm ent was rendered in favor of the United 
stales for the money. This cas.; will be found 
stated at length by Chief Justice Taney iri a 
note to the report of United «fates v. Ferreria. 
13 H ow ard52. “ The decision,” said that grea'. 
Chief Justice. " has ever since been regarded 
and followed by every Departm ent of th e Gov­ 
ernm ent, by the legislative and executive, as 
well as th/> judiciary." (Gordon v. United Stab s. 
117 U. a , 703.) 
Tho conclusion we have thus reached disposes 
of the petition of the Railway Commissioners, 
and renders it unnecessary to consider w hether 
the interrogatories propounded were proper in 
themselves, or were sufficiently m et by the an ­ 
swers given by Mr. Stanford, or w hether auy of 
them were open to objection for the assumption 
they m ade or the Im putations they implied. 
It 
is enough that the Federa! Courts cannot be 
m ade the instrument* to aid the Commissioners 
in their investigations. 
It also render? it unne­ 
cessary to make any com m ent upon the extraor­ 
dinary position taken by them according to the 
st itcm ent of the respondent, to which we have 
referred, that they aid not regard themseives 
bound in their exam ination by the ordinary 
m ice of evidence, but would receive hears -y 
and ex parte statements, surmises aud inform a­ 
tion oi every char::- b-r th at m ight be called to 
tbeir attention. It cannot be that Courts of Ihe 
United «tales can be used iu furtherance of in­ 
vestigations iu w hich ail rules of evidence may 
be thus disregarded. 
The motion of the District Attorney for per­ 
em ptory order upon the witness to answer the 
interrogatories propounded, as set forth in th - 
petition of the Railway Commission, Is, there­ 
fore. denied.

Ju d ge Saw yer's C oncurring O pinion. 
I fully concur in the reasoning of the Circuit 
Justice and the conclusions reached, but I r.eem 
it proper to present some further views in sup­ 
port of our decision. 
It is nccessaix- to understand the exact legal 
relation of the Central Pacific Railroad ( om pauv 
to the United States iu order to correctly appre­ 
ciate the constitutional powers of Congress and 
of the Commission acting uuder its authority- 
over it. The Central Pacific Railroad Company 
is a private corporation, creat'-d and existing 
under the laws of the State of California, 
it de­ 
rived none of its corponrtc faculties or franchises 
from the United States. It is in uo way subject 
to the control or laws of the United States, "ex­ 
cept so far as it is subject to regulation, a* an 
instrum ent of foreign or interstate commerce, 
or its authority to establish post roads, or its 
war powers, in pursuance of the constitutional 
provi.-ions on the subject nr such regulation as 
is authorized by the term s of the contract found 
m the Acts of Congress of 1862 and 1S64, ac 
cented by the railroad company as a contract, 
l'he Central Pacific Railroad Company is sim ­ 
ply an artificial person. created with certain fac 
ulties by the «tateoí California and stands in re­ 
lation to the United «tatos, w ithin the scope of 
iu? faculties, in precisely the same situation as a 
nal in al person uuder like circumstances. The 
United «tates lias no more and no less power 
over it than it would havoover « natural person 
in tbe same situation. 
The coutrat't m ight as 
well have been made with a natural person as 
with a corporation. Had the grantee under the 
Acts of Congress been a natural person instead 
of the Central Pacific Railroad Compauv, ac­ 
cepting the term s ot the contract tendered by 
the Act, and constructing th e road and perform 
ing the conditions of Che contract, the rights of 
the United States would have been precisely 
such as they are now with res-pect to the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company—no more and no 
less. Since all the conditions of the contract on 
the part of the Central Pacific Railroad Com 
panv have been fully perform ed in all respects, 
so far as the) are required to be performed for 
th a t purpose, the title to the lands granted has 
fuily vested, and the Governm ent bonds having 
been delivered, the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company has become the absolute owner of the 
road and all its appurtenances, together with 
the lands granted and bonds issued, subject 
only to the mortgage to secure the paym eut of 
the bends isa-ted by itself, and the lien ot the 
Governm ent to secure its advances, in all re­ 
st ect« in the same m auuer and.to the same ex ­ 
tern a sif it were a natural person sim ilarly situ­ 
ated 
The United States has no further control 
over or interest iu said lands or bonds. 


TH E BINDING CONTRACT. 
The United «tatos, in Sections 5 and 6 of tbe 
Act of 1862, and Section 5 of the Act of 1864, 
tendered the raUroad com panies a contract, aud 
w hen accepted there was a contract belwcen 
the parties upon the terms specified, obligator/ 
upon both, and w hich could not be changed by 
either without the consent of ihe o her. 
«ays 
the «upreme Court, in U. S, vs. C. P. K. R. Co. 
(118 U. S.). 238, after quoting these provisions 
•' These sections, taken together, constitute the 
contract between tlie United States and the ap­ 
pellee. (U. 8. vs. U. P. R. k. Co . 91 U. S., 72: 
sinking Fund case. 99 U. «.; 700-7].?: U. p. R. R. 
Co. vs. U. «., 104 U. «., 662). 
This contract is 
binding on the United «tates, aud they cannot, 
w ithout consent of the com pany, change its 
term? by any subsequent legislation.” 
Being 
the owner, with the title fuily vested iu it, the 
company oould dispo*e of the lands and bonds 
at its own will and pleasure, in the same m au­ 
le r, and to the same extent, aud with the same 
effect, as if the contract bad been between two 
natural persons, without being liable to render 
any other account to the United States titan it 
could be called upon to render had the United 
states been an association of au equal num ber 
of natural persons. 
It is consequently a m atter of uo legal concern 
to the United States w hat disposition the com­ 
pany made of the lands or bond?, and they have 
no right to inquire into the m atter of their d is­ 
position. in any other mode, or under any other 
circumstances, than they could have, had the 
corporatiou been a natu ral pt r-on 
The relation of the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company to the United «tatos therefore, under 
the contract as a contract, i? now- simply 
that of debtor and creditor, w ith certain cove­ 
nants for service on its completed road, still to 
be performed by the letter with the debt, and 
perform ance of those covenants, secu-td by cer­ 
tain specific liens upon portions of property of 
the debtor. They stand upou an equal footing 
as contractors, and upon the same footing as 
debtor and creditor as if the indebtedness, obli­ 
gations and securities existed between two 
natural persons. TnU is clearly the result, as 
estab'ished by the Supreme Court in the sink­ 
ing fund cases, which has, by a divided Court, 
extended the power of Congress further in th at 
direction titan any other, as it stem s to us, and 
to the utmost, admissible lim it 
In those eases the Chief Jnstiee, who an ­ 
nounced the opinion of the majority of the 
Court, in speaking of the Uniou IVetfic Compa 
ny, which is a corporation cretitcd by Congress 
itself, sa id : “ The United «tatos occupy toward 
this oorporation a twofold relation—tnnt of sov­ 
ereign and that of creditor. (U. S. vs. Union 
Pacific Railroad Company, 9? U. «., 560.) Their 
rights as a sovereign 
áre not crippled be­ 
cause they are creditors, and their privileges a* 
creditors are not rolarg- d by the charter be­ 
cause of their sovereignty. They caunot, as 
creditors, dem and paym ent of w hat is due them 
before the tim e limited by the contract. Neither 
can they as sovereign, or creditors, requite the 
compauv to pay th - other debt? it owes before 
they m ature.” (99 U. «., 724.) As tith e Oeutral 
Pacific Railroad, the United Mates docs not 
even occupy the relation of sovereign, except so 
far as its road extends through the Territories, 
and then only as to tnat part of the road which 
is now only that part in the Territory of Utah, and 
so far a* its authority to regulate commerce 
with foreign nations and between the States 
ia concerned, and these powers are merely police 
powers. The organization of the Central Pacific 
Company is under aud by virtue of the law? of 
another sovereignty, and its habitat in the «tato 
of California is beyond th e juris ictlon of the 
United States, except so far as it íh subject to the 
power of CoDgress under some special grant of 
power, or its control i? neceseary to carry out 
some power specially granted. We look in vain 
for any power to deal w ith it, except the power 
to regulate its acts as an instrum ent of inter­ 
state or foreign commerce, or such power as 
Congress may have over it tinder its authority to 
establish post roads, or under its war powers. 
The relation of debtor and creditor arising un 
dcr a contract is but a private elation. It is not 
a sovereign or governmental relation. And the 
power reserved in tbe A d? of Congress to repeal 
or am end the Act as to the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road Company oould only extend to am endm ent 
s > far a? it operated a? a law, and uot us a con­ 
tract. and then not to afreet the term s of the oon- 
tract after it had become executed, and rights 
had vested uuder It. 
pRrtTLBOBS or c r e d i t o r s . 
If, as said by the Supreme Court, the privil 


eges of the United States, “ a* c-neddor*, are not 
enlarged by the charter, because ot their sov- 
eigntv," then uo greater power* can be con­ 
ferred upon the Commission, appointed by Con­ 
gress in this case than it conU! have conferred 
upou them for the iuvestigation of matter* 
between debtor* and creditors, who are natural 
persous, citizen? of and residing within «tates. 
Cou.d a private creditor authorize, or lawfully 
make a compulsory examination of the charac-

And, •• the 
United States cannot any ntorc than a «tato in­ 
terfere w ith private rights, except for legitim ate 
governm ental purpo.-es. They are not included 
within the constitutional prohibition which 
prevents States from passing law s im pairing the 
obligation ol contracts, but equally with the 
Mates they are prohibited from depriving per­ 
son? or corporations of property w ithout due 
process of law. They canuot legislate back to 
themselves, without m aking compensation, the 
lands they have given this corporation to aid in 
the construction of its railrptid. 
Neither can 
they, by legislation, compel the corporation to 
discharge its obligations in respect to the sub­ 
sidy bond? otherwise than according to the 
term* ol the contract already m ade in th at con­ 
nection. The United States are as m uch bound 
by their contracts a? are individuals. If they 
repudiate their obligations, it 1* as m uch repudi­ 
ation,with all thew roug and reproach th at term 
implies, a? it would be if tbe ropudiator had 
been a State, or a m unicipality, or a citizen. No 
change cau be made tu the tille created by tho 
grant of land? or in the contract for Ihe subsidy 
bonds, w ithout the c-ODsent of tbe cor[>oratiou. 
All this is indisputable.” (The Chief Justice in 
the «inking Fund Com., 99 U. 
718-19.)

m ine the extent of the com pany's rights and 
liabilities. If it had cause oi com plaint against 
the compauv It could not undertake itself by 
legislative decree to redress the grievances, but 
was compelled to seek redress, as all oilier civil 
corporations are oompelled, through the judicial 
tribunals. 
If the company was wasting it? 
property, of which no allegation is m ade, or 
im pairing the security of the Government, tbe 
remedy by suit was ample. To declare that one 
of two contracting parties Lsentitled, under the 
contract between them , to the paym ent of a 
greater sum th an is adm itted to be pnyable. or 
to other or greater security than th at given, is 
not a legislative fuuctir.n. 
It is judicial action; 
it is the exercise of judicial power—and all such 
power, with respect to any transaction arising 
tiHder the law? of the United «tato s, is vested by 
11 e Constitution in the Courts of the country.”

investigation in d u e course-of judical inquiry 
aud ajudgm ent for any am ount w itbh-ld. if tbe 
full am ount has not been paid over, it m atters 
riot to the Government how the balance due- has 
been expended. The company is liable like any 
other debtor upon a contract,and uot o herw isc. 
But it it be desirable to trace it, and subject the 
specific fund to the use* contem plated, and 
there 
be 
sufficient 
grounds for so doing, 
the Courts are the proper tribunals in which 
to 
effect th at object. 
«o. also, if there 
be 
a 
commission 
of 
waste 
upon 
the 
property ou 
which

debt Ls secured, 
the Courts 
afford 
tho 
proper remedy by 
a suit in equity to restrain tbe waste. These are 
the mean? afforded by the Constitution and law s 
to private parties for redressing their wrongs. 
And there is dow- no different remedy provided 
for the Government on its contracts. In such 
proceedings there would be allegations, which 
would inform the defendant w hat he is called 
upon to meet. 
In tho language cited by Mr Justice Field, 
from a case in the Supreme Court ot Massa­ 
chusetts, “ like all other m atters involving a 
controversy concerning public, duty and private 
rights,” it would in such proceedings be ad­ 
justed 
"and settled in tne regular tribunals 
where questions ot law aud fact are adjudicated 
on fix tar, established principies, and according 
to the forma and tts./ges best adapted to secure 
the im partial adm inistration of justice. ’ (S9 U. 
S., 761.) A bill of equity that seeks to discover 
upon general, loose and vague allegation-, is 
styled a “ fishing bill,” aud such a bill would be 
at once dismissed en th at groimd. («to. Eq. PI. 
-163-4 and cases cited.) A general roving, off/ u ­ 
s/ve, inquisitorial, compulsory, investigation, 
conducted by a Commission w ithout any ailo- 
gations, upon no fixed principles, and governed 
by no rules oi law, or of evidence, and no re­ 
strictions except its own will or caprice, is u n ­ 
known to our Constitution and law s; and such 
an inquisition would be destructive of the lights 
ot the citizen slid intolerable tyranuv. 
f i t the 
uoteer once be established and there is no know­ 
ing where the practice under it would end. 


THE KILBOURN CASE. 
These principles, itao p n trs to me. arc estab­ 
lished beyond further controversy itt tbe ease of 
Kilbourn vs. Thump-on, 103 U. «., 16s. 
At the 
tim e of the failure of the bankers, Jav Cooke A 
Co.. they were largely indebted to the United 
«tates fur moneys dej/osUed by the «ecretan of 
the Navy w ith a branch ol ilu* house in Loudon, 
it w its claimed that Jay Cooke A Co. were largely 
interested io a company dealing in real estat - at 
Washington, known as the "Real Estate Pool,” 
and th at a considerable am ount ol their funds 
was invested in th at speculate n. 
It seems to 
have been claim ed also that there was some­ 
thing of a nature of a trust in favor of the Gov­ 
ernm ent iu the moneys . f Uooke.that had gone 
into the pool. A committee w as appointed to 
investigate the m atter and trace the money, 
w ith power to send for persons and papers. Kil­ 
bourn, supposed to be one of tne m anagers of 
the pool, was summoned for cxam iustiou. 
He 
refused to testily, on the ground th at ihe House 
had no authority in this m anner to iuquire into 
t e p>rivat<- affair* of the debtor? of the I,ov-.,-a- 
menc and other* connect- d with them . 
He was 
thereupon, upon proceedings for th at purpose, 
committed by the House for contem pt and held 
in custody forty-five days. After bis release he 
sued the «ergeaut-at-Arms of /he House and tbe 
Investigating Oommittee for false im prisonm ent 
and received a large judgm ent of $100,000, after­ 
ward reduced to 3.8.CO. on tho ground th a t the 
House had no authority to make n compulsory 
investigation, or to commit him for contem pt, 
for the reason 
(hat 
these 
lunctions were 
judicial iu their uaturc, over 
which 
the 
Courts aloue cau have jurisdiction, and this 
judgm ent a* against ihe «erg- aut at-Arms of the 
House was affirmed by the Supreme ( ourt. 
Iu 
the course of the decision the Court says : " I f 
the United States is a creditor of auy citizen, or 
of any one c lse on who - process can be served. 
Ihe usual, the only legal raíale of enforcing pay­ 
m ent of the debt is by a resort to a Court of jus­ 
tice. 
For this purrz.se, among others, Con -rees 
has created Courts of the United «latea, and offi­ 
cers have been appointed to prosecute the pie-is 
of the Government in t .ese Courts.’’ 
(103 U. 8 , 
102 ) Again, " W hat wa? this com m ittee charged 
to d o ? To inquire into the nature a id history 
of this real esiate poof? How indefinite. 
W hat 
was the real estate pool? Is it charged with any 
crim e or offense? if so, the Courts alone can 
punish the member? of it. I* it charged with 
fraud agairist the Governm ent? Here again, 
the Courts, and ihey alone, can afford * remedy. 
Was it a corporation whose powers Congress 
could repeal? There is no suggestion of the 
kind.” (Ib. 195.) Again, “ In looking to tlie 
proamble and resolutions under which the com­ 
m ittee acted, before which Kilbourn refurc-d to 
te-tify, we arc of the opinion th at the House of 
Representatives n -1 only exceeded the lim it of 
its own authority, but assumed a power which 
could only be proper.y exercised by another 
branch of the (fovcrnment. because it was in its 
nature clearly judicial.” (Ib. 192.) And again 
after stating some particulars to which the 
powers of the House to punish extends, the 
Court a d d s:

and is as m uch a private party as if its constitu­ 
ents were united in a mere partnership instead 
o f u corporation. This princip±l was m ain­ 
tained in the railroad tax cases (10 Saw., 
and recognized by the Supreme Court at the 
argum ent of the some case on appeal. 
The 
bonds issued and the .ands granted,* as we have 
before seen undf r the authorities cited, upon 
the completion of the rood, and the specific 
ea Ding of the road thereafter arifiog, were the 
absolute property ot the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company, in whi::h th e United States hud no 
legal concern whatever, except so far as their 
lien by contract covers them . There is no cle­ 
m ent oí a trust, public or otherwise, in the case, 
as sometimes claim ed, except in such tense as 
any common carrier, w hether by ox teem, 
m ule team , hor«e team , railway or’ steamship, 
exercises a pub Ic trust, w hich is only subject 
to regulation under the «olice powers o! the 
<k»vernoent, istate or national, as tlie case may 
require, T hat t ere is no elem ent of trust in the 
e-ade L-:: ably snow 11 by Mr. Justice H unt, in U. 
8. vs. Union Pacific Railroad Company, 11 
Blotch., 4<tó, and hi? ruliug ou this point was af­ 
firmed on appeal in 98 11. F... 670. Rut if there 
were a trust, as claim ed, the adm inistration ol 
laws relating to trusts is th e peculiar province 
o f Courts oí Equity. It is no pari of the func­ 
tions of Congress under the Constitution. 


TH E JURISDICTION OF CONG&E6&. 
It is further urged that the judgm ent of im ­ 
prisonm ent only was h e ld ’to be beyond the 
jurisdiction of the House ; th at the House or 
Congress m ay investigate and «all upon the 
Courts when po authorized, &6 in the present 
A rt, to perform the judicial p art of the work, 
by enforcing the requirem ent of the Commis­ 
sioners. Eu: there is no such lim itation in the 
language ol the Court, as w ill be seen by re-ex­ 
am ining the passages quoted.

in a m atter into which th at House has jurisdic­ 
tion to inquire, and we feel equally sure th at 
neither of these bodies possesses the general 
power of m aking inquiry into the private affairs 
of th e citizen.” 
Kiibourn vs. Thompson, JOo U. 
S.. ii#0.) T hat was a case, like this, w herein the 
Houoe was reeking to inquire into the private 
affairs ot the debtor, n> king to ascertain what

« hich he held as a depository of the United 
States.

thereon seems unneoettary. 
THE QUESTION OF JURISDICTION. 
It is not claim ed th a t this is a “ case ” or a 
' controversy” between any p a r t ^ to which 
the judicial power extends, and over which it 
has proper jurisdiction. Neither the United 
btates nor any other person is m aking com plaint 
again*: this respondent or against said railroad 
company, in any form or m anner known to ju ­ 
dicial pri eeedings. No charges are made against 
the one or the other, by any one, of duties ne­ 
glected or obligations unfulfilled. In regard to 
the very acoount im m ediately under considera­ 
tion by the Commission, and in reference to 
w hich m any of the questions were propoundt-d. 
to which we are asked to oompel answers, it is 
shown that this account was fully settled and 
adjusted by and between the United States and 
said company long ago. 
Upon page 21 of the 
argum ent of the United States Attorney, sub­ 
m itted ir. support of this motion, it in stated 
“ Som equestion was m ade as to whether, as a 
m atter of fact, the moneys covered by Mr. Stan­ 
ford's vouchers had been included in the ac­ 
count rendered to the Governm ent for the pur­ 
pose of ascertaining the net earning t> of the 
company. The Commissioners do not deeire a 
decision based upon this question, and therefore 
concede, fcr the purpose of this motion, th at the 
amount» in question have not been charged an 
against the United States, to the end th at this 
m atter may be disposed of entirely on its 
merit*. ” 
If this be true, w hat interest then ie it to the 
I uited Ftate*. even if it hud a right so to do, to 
inquire how, or in what m anner, this account 
accrued or was paid? It concern- the United 
filaba in no m anner—affects no pecuniary right 
or interest claim ed by it, due or not m atured. 
W hat interest, then, has the United States in 
this inquiry, b-yond that, of any third puny 
w hose ( ariosi.y may prompt him to inquire into 
that concerning which he has no right or in­ 
terest 7 
Is not thii. then, a m ere idle inquiry, not 
made in the interest of. or to preserve’or eelab 
lish the rights of, the Government or any per­ 
son ’ Ha* not any third person, to gratify an 
idle curiosity, the Fame right to institute tneae 
inquiries and invoke the aid of the Courts in 
support thereof? 
Courts do not entertain sixth investigations or 
inquiries, or lend their aid thereto. If this 
power of unlim ited inquisitorial investig&iiGU 
into the affairs of private corporations or com ­ 
panies, or of individuate—and it concerns till 
alike shall be once established who can say 
where it will end. or w hat will be its lim it of 
injustice ut nil times; but, more especially, 
w hen called into exercise in tim es of political 
excitem ent, or under the influence o: partisan 
zeal or pa&ion? 
In the close adherence to well-setticd princi­ 
ples of law, founded upon the just observance 
of the rights of all parties, will we not find the 
greatest safety alike to public and private 
rights? 
W ithout farther discussion of the subject. I 
fully concur in the opinions read and in the 
order made.

P o w e r o f a W in d m il l .— One of the 
largest wind motors in existence is used 
for driving flouring machinery at G reat 
Yarmouth, England.

The Democrats of Pennsylvania an*i the Pro- 
hibitionist» of Iowa held State Conventions yes­ 
terday.

THE ANARCHISTS DOOMED. 
It is announce*] hy the dispatches with a 
great deal of jK*dtive»ess that the Su­ 
preme Court of Illinois will next Monday 
hand down a decision affirming the judg­ 
ment on the appeal of the Chicago An­ 
archists, in which case four of them will 
be hanged. While it is admitted that no 
Justice has revealed the conclusion of the 
Court, yet they al! agree that the bench is 
unanimous on the case, and as one of the 
Justices is known to hold adversely to the 
defendants’ appeal, the conclusion is justi­ 
fiably reached that the judgment of the 
lower Court is to be affirmed. It is sin­ 
cerely to be hoped that this is true. If 
ever any one deserve*' the halter these 
Hay market bomb-throwers do. On the 
scaffold they will scarcely be able to post­ 
as heroes; there is no romance connected 
with their crime; it was a brutally at­ 
tempted massacre ; cruelly cold and delib­ 
erate assassinations, plotted and planned 
in the atmosphere of cowardice, and carried 
out with ail the regalia of heartless 
and cold-blooded deliberation that char­ 
acterizes the murderer by stealth. They 
threw the bom!* into the ranks of the po­ 
lice as they stood in the midst of a crowd 
of innocent and passing citizens, and then 
the miscreants fled, too pusillanimous to 
face the assailed or fight out the conflict 
they had invoked. These cowardly mur­ 
derers defend only that they were attempt­ 
ing to reform society, equalize possessions, 
abolish toil and misery, and establish 
plenty 
and 
harmony 
in the land, 
and t! at a means to these ends is the killing 
ofl’ of all officials, all wealthy citizens and 
all who dispute their right to bring about 
the setting up of the anarchical paradise. 
Such men deserve worse death than hang­ 
ing ; the svafibld is degraded by uses to 
which it must be put for the deportation 
to unknown parts, of wretches of this 
character. Ordinary murderers will blush 
for the association of the name of their 
class and the means of their takiug off, 
with the names and “ finishing” of the 
Haymarket assassins. 
AN UNWARRANTED ASSUMPTION. 
The San Francisco Posi, not questioning 
the soundnewof the decision of the United 
States Circuit Court in the railroad inves­ 
tigation matter, thinks that the result wiH 
not be advantageous to the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company, because it will need to 
go to Congress for relief in the way of ex­ 
tension of time on its debt, and recogni­ 
tion of its unquestioned equitable of&ets 
against the Government claim. That is to 
say, Congress will punish the company by 
refusing to deal justly and wisely with its 
claims. Which is equivalent to saying 
that Congress will assume the position of a 
tyrant because citizens avail themselves of 
their guaranteed rights under the Constitu­ 
tion and the laws. Such expression is sim­ 
ply a gratuitous insult to the chief legis­ 
lative body of the Nation. It would put it 
in the attitude of injustice, and sink it to 
the level of the bulldozer. It is incom­ 
prehensible and absurd that the National 
Legislature will demean itself to the plane 
of revenges. Cm the contrary, as it is a 
representative body of the people, and 
since the decision of the Court is in de­ 
fense of sacred rights of all the people— 
every citizen of the Republic—Congress 
will not only respect it, but honor the 
spirit that invoked the judicial powei to 
interpose between the attempt to break 
down the safeguards of our liberties and its 
consummation. It is a harsh and unwar­ 
ranted assumption to hold that Congress 
will become hostile to the citizen because 
he exercises the sacred rights of citizen­ 
ship. There is nothing in the history of 
the country or the spirit of the National 
Legislature to justify the conclusion, or 
warrant the charge of baseness of which 
our contemporary assumes Congress may 
be guilty. 
THE BAILBeAD CASE. 
We publish this morning the full text 
of the opinions of Judges Field, Sawyer 
and Sabin, of the United States Circuit 
Court, on the application of the Pacific 
Railway Commission to require of Gov­ 
ernor Stanford answers to questions con­ 
cerning matters over which the witness 
denied the Commission has jurisdiction. ¡ 
The opinions are masterly expositions of 
constitutional principles of vital import­ 
ance to the protection of the citizen against 
unwarrantable inquiry into his private 
affair*. The opinions are clear, forcible 
and convincing, and should be read by all 
men who esteem highly the privileges and 
guarantees of American citizens.

STILL GOING. 


THE BEAL ESTATE EXCITEMENT 
• 
INTENSIFYING. 


T he S ilu rian H as G one—A ll H ave 
Jo in e d th e Boom A rm y— 
N oten o f th e Boom. 


If Monday and Tuesday were booming 
days, then 
yesterday was 
a 
genuine 
“ boomer,” for the excitement in real es­ 
tate circles and in the neighborhood of the 
reai estate offices was double that of any 
preceding day. A leading real estate agent 
a: noon remarked to a reporter that he had 
disposed of more property during the fore­ 
noon than he had during all of Monday 
and Tuesday. “ Jt is just beginning to 
boom ” was the rem ark upon every side. 
Fourth street was literally packed with 
people from 9 a. m. to 5 p. m. Every class 
was represented. Tbe lawyer forsook his 
desk, the doctor his patient, the business 
man his wares, the parson his flock, the 
housewife her domestic duties and looked 
for bargains in “ Real Estate alley.’’ The 
ladies are in this boom, and many of them 
are very successful. The bar-keepers are 
so excited that they neglect to collect for 
the drinks, the barber in more than one 
instance has endeavored to turn the cus­ 
tomer out of his chair with one side of his 
face shaved, the tailor takes his goose un ­ 
der his arm and goes upon the street. 
Everybody you meet says the very same 
thing, “ How's the boom?” 
R. Levy came up from the Bay yesterduy 
with $290,000 to put in Sacramento prop­ 
erty and represent others who will put in 
as much more. Over $500,000 arrived yes­ 
terday from Los Angeles and Southern 
California, most of which wiil be placed 
upon fruit land in this county. 
Arrangement were made yesterday to 
send a committee to San Francisco to ar­ 
range with the railroad people for excur­ 
sion trains to this city. The committee 
will consist of representatives of the four 
banks, viz.: A. Abbott, Frank Miller, W. 
P. Coleman and William Beckman; Chair­ 
man of the Board of Supervisors, Dr. F. F. 
Tebbets ; President of the Board of Trade, 
Joseph Steffens, and Albert Gallatin. These 
trains are to run daily, on special time and 
rates. They will likely commerce to run 
them early next week. 


GOING INTO THE COUNTRY. 
For the past three days men who desire 
investments in the country have been go­ 
ing through the county, and many farms 
have changed hands. Some of those who 
bought along the railroad in the vicinity of 
Brighton have paid as high as $150 per 
acre, but a majority of the land sold has 
brought prices ranging from $55 to $75.

These sales are not of listed property; the 
real estate agents have nothing to do with 
them ; they are bargains made directly be­ 
tween the purchaser and seller. A man in 
from Michigan Bar yesterday said that ev­ 
ery farmer in that neighborhood has been 
called upon by moneyed men, and in every 
instance where reasonable prices were 
asked sales were made. There is no option 
with the farmer—a cash transaction with­ 
out time, except that taken in making out 
the papers. Tbe farmer sells everything 
on his place except wife, children and 
wearing apparel, and is given his own time 
to move. In a majority of instances the 
farmer is engaged at a monthly salary to 
take care of the place, and some have 
agreed to stay on a yearly salary.

The C ourts M ust D ecide B etw een th e 
P eo p le an d th e Bosses. 
Yesterday the meeting of the Fire Com­ 
missioners called by President Griffitts at 
the Corporation House, was attended only 
by himself. That called by Commissioners 
Slater and Conran was attended by those 
two, and the Secretary. .Jackson. Mr. Con­ 
ran was able to sit up in bed and give his 
assent to the short proceedings mapped 
out, that of approving the minutes ol the 
former sick-rooin meeting, and allowing 
the pay-roll and sundry bills for last month. 
Secretary Jackson h a d a list of bills made 
out to suit the occasion, and it was signed: 
We approve the demands as above set forth. 
J ohn Co n ran, 
J o h n F. S l a t e r , 
Fire Commissioners. 
^ Mr. Conran presided at the meeting. 
Clerk Jackson took the pay-roll and certi­ 
fied demands to the City Auditor with a re­ 
quest that he draw the demands. The lat­ 
ter did not comply, however, with Mr. 
Jackson’s demand, for President Griffitts 
had enjoined the Auditor from issuing 
them. 
Mr. Griffitts’ attorneys are H art 
and Johnson. 
The complaint states that 
the plaintiff is the President of the Board 
of Fire Commissioners, the other members 
ot which are John Conran and J. F. Slater. 
That the plaintiff is informed and believes 
that on the 31st day ot August, 1887, a 
pretended special meeting of two members 
of said Board was held at the room of said 
Conran, 1015 J street, und atsaid pretended 
special meeting Couran and 81ater were 
present, but the plaintiff was not present; 
that said meeting was called by one Geo. 
W. Jackson, Secretary of said Boaid, with­ 
out authority from plaintiff, and without 
any authority from the said Board of 
Fixe Commissioners given by any official 
act of said Board as such or otherwise; 
that plaintiff was not notified of the inten­ 
tion to hold said meeting prior to the hold­ 
ing thereof, nor has he at anv tim e been 
notified thereof, either in writing or other­ 
wise, by the Board or its Secretary . tuat at 
said 
pretended 
meeting claims, 
bills 
and 
accounts 
against 
said 
city 
were 
presented 
and 
acted 
upon 
by said Conran and Slater, aggregating 
about $2,000, and audited and allowed, and 
the same have been returned by the Secre­ 
tary of the Board to the defendant herein, 
with a view and for the purpose of having 
the latter issue his warrants 
therefor 
against the Treasurer of said city ; that the 
defendant, as City Auditor, intends to and 
will, unless restrained by the order of this 
Court, issue bis warrants in favor of the 
persons bolding such claim s; ami sard 
warrants, if so issued, will be paid by the 
Treasurer out ol the fends belonging to 
the city. Plaintiff' avers that said pr< 
tended special meeting was without any 
authority of law, and '.but. tbe proceedings 
oí . aid Conran and Slate.r were wholly un­ 
authorized, illegal and void; that said 
meeting was not field in the office provided 
by the c:!y for the use and meeting of said 
Fire Commissioners, but, on the contrary, 
was held in the private bed-room of said 
Conran ; no notice whatever was given o ' 
the holding of said meeting to this plaintiff, 
nor to any of the members of said Board, 
to plaintiff's know ledge ; he avers that the 
regular meeting of said Board was held 
on the evening of August 30,1887, at the 
office of the Board, and said regular ni eting 
was by the plaintiff! as President of the 
Board, adjourned to and until September 
29, 1X87. Plaintiff avers that, by reason of 
the failure of the members of said Board, 
and of its Secretary', to notify him of said 
intended and pretended special meeting, lie 
was prevented from taking part in the pro­ 
ceedings thereof, and was prevented from 
objecting to such bills as he might have 
thought to be illegal, and was thereby pre­ 
vented from voting upon the question as to 
whether said bills, or any of then'., should 
be audited and allowed by said Board. 
Plaintiff', for the reasons set forth above, 
prayed for an injunction restraining the de­ 
fendant from issuing his warrant for any 
of the claims or bills so andited and allowed 
by Conran and Slater, ar.d asked that upon 
the finai Ijezring of the cause, which wiil ' 
probably be toward the middle or latter 
part of the month, the injunction be made 
perpetual.

There were delegates present from 
every back county and small namlet in the 
country. 
They had met for the first time 
in their lives to organize for mutual pro­ 
tection and to found a national party of 
people who write patent medicine testimo­ 
nials. 
Form erly the species of literature 
known as the patent medicine testimonial 
w.-w exceedingly profitable and brought to 
those who devoted their genius to it pleas­ 
ant employment and high remuneration. 
Now times had changed. 
The price of tes­ 
timonials had l>een cut down till those who 
wrote them oould scarcely make a bare liv­ 
ing. 
H e had written Wntimonials fifteen 
hours a day to keep his family from starv­ 
ing. 
Recently the patent medicine com­ 
panies had thrown a good many people out 
of employment by printing testimonials 
from dead men. There was an old-time 
Governor of Illinois who had been dead for 
forty years, and ever since he was laid 
away the p-atent medicine companies had 
been printing t,«timonials from him, de­ 
scribing how he had been entirely cured of 
corns and bunions. 
The printing of cer­ 
tificates of cure from dead men was a fraud 
on honest industry. 
A delegate arose and said that he had 
Hv.d on bread and water for four years 
while writing testimonials for “ Dr. Calk­ 
ins’ Champagne of Coal Tar,” and he ¡ ^ t e n e s ^ f h i 
heartily approved of what the Chairman are 0 
had said. 
He hoped- that the writers of " 
testimonials would assert themselves and 
strike for higher wages. 
• 
“ Twenty-seven years ago,” said a lady 
delegate, -Mrs. Jones of Waco, Texas, “ I 
could scarcely walk. 
Life was a burden to 
me. 
I had an all-gone feeling when I eat 
down and a tired-all-over feciing when I 


feci as if I was about 160 years old, and I 
think it is about time that the flower of 
th e literary workers of the country should 
demand higher wages for writing these 
testimonials.” 
A delegate who composed testimonials 
for* Appleby’s Apoplexy Drope said the 
tradt* was being ruined bv country preach­ 
ers at little churches at the rural crew* 
roads who wrote testimonials for nothing, 
or at non-union rates. 
He wasted a strotjg 
resolution passed deprecating the pauper 
labor of such ministers who now and then 
wrote testimonials for patent medicines. 
On the Committee of Resolutions delegates 
were appointed who represented the literary- 
side of the following “ patent medicines:”

W ords for lta th ers. 
The following hints, from an exchange 
should be read extensively : 
“ W hen the bathing season arrives,” re­ 
marked a natatorium professor the other 
day, " we’ll hear of the usual maximum of 
drowning cases, and among them, as usual, 
a fair share of expert swimmers. The 
chief reason why good swimmers are so 
often drowned when they are accidentally 
thrown into the water, is because the shock 
causes them to lose their presence of mind. 
The loss of presence of mind leads to para­ 
lysis of the body, or to such wild exertions 
as accelerate drowning, instead of contrib­ 
uting to preservation. The ability to be­ 
have wisely in case of sudden accidents can 
only be acquired by experience. 
Hence, 
in some of the 
European 
swimming 
schools, says the Hebrew Journal, the pupils 
are laker, out boat-riding and purposely 
upset, as though the upsetting were acci­ 
dental. 
They are also suddenly pushed 
overboard, and subjected to all manner of 
prepared accidents, so as to accustom them 
to acting in emergencies. In this way they 
learn how to behave in ease of real aeci- j 
dents, and are protected against the lotH of 
their presence of mind on occasions of 
danger on the water. They are also taught 
to have faith in the sustaining power of 
water itself. 
They get to know that the 
water will sustain them if they will only 
render it the least help. 
. 
“ A finger laid upon an oar, or the gun­ 
wale of an overturned boat, or a board, or 
almost any floating substance, will sustain 
the human body in calm water. 
Persons 
who have been properly taught, and have 
acquired the habit of acting with self-pos­ 
session in the water when they are upset, 
do not attem pt to , limb on the overturned 
boat, but simply take hold of it aud quietly 
support themselves. 
A coat half filled 
with water, or completely overturned, will 
support as many persons as can get their 
hands upon the gunwale, if they behave 
quietly. 
In a case of accident, a person 
who understands and acts in accordance 
with these facts, would stand a better 
: chance of being saved, even if he were a 
poor swimmer, than an expert swimmer 
would who should lose his presence of 
mind.” 


THE “ WESTERN RESERVE.” 


Som e o f th e Kdncationa.1 R esu lts Of O pen­ 
ing ■•the N orthw est to C h ilita tio s." 
At the recent National Educational Con­ 
vention held in Chicago, B. A. Hinsdale, 
Ph. D., of Cleveland, Ohio, delivered a 
lecture upon the “ Educational Influence 
of the Ordinance of 1787,” of which the 
following is an abstract : 


1. The first cycle of U nited States his­ 
tory began with the planting of the Eng­ 
lish race on the Atlantic slope, between the 
St. Croix and the St. Mary’s rivers; the 
second, with the planting of the Anglo- 
American race in the Mississippi valley. 
The first was the work of the early years of 
the seventeenth century; the second began 
before the Revolution, but was not assured 
until the Commissioners of the United 
States at Paris, in 1782, secured the Mis­ 
sissippi river for a western boundary, thus 
(1) excluding the Englishman and the 
Spaniard from the eastern half of the great 
valley and (2} securing the ascendency of 
tits ¿.‘“public on the Western continent, 
2. The opening of the West of nine h u n ­ 
dred years ago to civilization was followed 
by many most far-reaohing results. 
The 
West is justly changeable with many of 
the crude theories and practices that dis­ 
figure our civilization and blot our history ; 
but she has also contributed to that civili­ 
zation many invaluable elements—cour­ 
age, enterprise, freedom from undue con­ 
versation, superiority to class influences, 
large views, faith in the destiny of the R e­ 
public, and, above all, faith in the destiny 
of the W est herself. 
The East introduced 
the word “ continental” in revolutionary 
times, but the W est has taught the East its 
meaning. 
3. The ordinance of 1787 opened the 
Northwest to the people of the old Statist. 
New England, the old Middle Stales, the 
old South, all sent of their population to 
possess and fill it. 
The effects of W estern 
influence are nowhere more plainly marked 
than in the history of the New Englanders 
in the old Northwest Territory—the Y an­ 
kees of the West. 
By narrowing the field 
of view we shall deepen the impression. 
4. The W estern cessions left the W est­ 
ern Reserve in the hands of Connecticut. 
This is bounded on the north by Lake 
Erie, on the east by Pennsylvania, on the 
south by parallel 41° north, and on the west 
by a meridian 120 miles west of the western 
boundniy of Pennsylvania. 
It contains 
somewhat more than 5,000 square miles of 
land. 
No other equal block of territory 
outside of New England ever bad so pure 
a New England population. 
The people 
who came to the Reserve early in the 
century brought their New England qual­ 
ities with them, including a fair share of 
their conservatism; but they soon began to 
do things in their new home that, in the 
old home, they never would have dreamed 
of doing. 
Forty years ago the W estern 
Reserve had a more definite anti-slavery 
character than any other equal extent of 
territory in the United States. 
The old 
ecclesiastical and theological system* were 
greatly modified. Men on whom the shad­ 
ows of Yaie and Harvard had fallen tried 
at Oberlin the first collegiate co-educa­ 
tional experiment ever attempted. 
Intel­ 
lectual and moral life were wonderfully 
quickened. The whole Reserve became a 
seed-bed of new ideas. The southern shore 
of Lake Erie has never been the northern 
shore of Long Island Sound. 
New Con­ 
necticut is not old Connecticut. 
The old

A W orm T h a t E ats Steel. 
A foreign naturalist has found a worm 
th at eats steel rails. 
In evidence he sub­ 
mits these facts. 
A t a certain place on 
the Ilagen Railway accidents were fre­ 
quent, caused by broken rails. 
That spot 
finally became a terror to the trainmen, 
aud its evil repute reached the headquar­ 
ters of the company, and an examination 
was made, by which it was proved that the 
rail had worms. 
It took six mouths’ ob­ 
servation to find this cause of the trouble. 
It was noticed that for about 100 yards 
the surface of the rails was corroded as if 
by action of acid. 
A rail was taken up 
and broken, when it was found to be hon­ 
eycombed by a thin gray worm, two cen­ 
timeters long and about the si/.e of a tible- 
fork tine. 
This worm secretes in glands 
in its head a fluid th at it ejects upon the 
metal, which im m ediately' becomes soft 
and spongy, and is at once eaten hy the 
worm. 
So this gray wretch goes on spit­ 
ting on his steel bread aud eating it, until 
tbe rail breaks under the train. 
When 
detected and confined for observation, one 
of these worms in two weeks actually ate 
thirty-six kilogrammes of rail. 
Now, as 
a kilogramme is two and one-fifth pounds 
avordupois, this little hog consumed nearly 
eighty pounds of metal, or about forty 
pound* a week. 
Hueh an example of 
gluttony should be suppressed. 
This ter­ 
rible tereelo will get here in imported rail­ 
road iron, and will play the return game 
of the potato bug which we have just sent 
to Germany.—S. P. Alla.

of similar factories in England. 
From 
8,000 to 10,000 gallon* of blood arc used in 
the Bridgeport factory every day. 
Noth­ 
ing but fresh beef blood is uáed. 
it is said 
th at pigs’ blood is just as good, bat it tv 
too much trouble to collect and save it. 
Considerable of the blood evapórate* dur­ 
ing the process of drying, but what re­ 
mains Ls pure albumen. 
Some of it ie 
light in color and some dark, according to 
the chemical treatm ent given it. These 
thin sheets of dried blood are then broken 
up, and are ready to be worked into vari­ 
ous shapes and sizes. 
Large quantities of 
the blood sheets are also used by cloth 
manufacturers for “ netting ” the cclor in 
col it» poxis.

they arc to be softened or soaked. To avoid 
a bitter flavor use no other part of the 
lemon. 
“Pulled figs” are simply dried in their 
natural shape, hence they are best to soak 
or stew whole. Some of the best and poor­ 
est varieties are “pulled figs.” 
Tbe qual­ 
ity of figs varies greatly. Borne have a very 
thick skin and lack richness. Others have 
a thin tender skin, and are rich and 
sweet. 
I t seems difficult to find figs, even 
the fineet quality, entirely free from an oc­ 
casional unripe, overripe or soured one. 
Imperfect drying conditions 
doubtless 
cause m any to sour. 
Poor figs, if not spoiled, are improved by 
cooking. 
Stewing destroys or modifies 
slight imperfections, and converts them 
into a good table sauce. 
Figs served in 
any form need no sweetening; they need 
acid rather than sugar.—Ameriean Liberty, 
Hampton, Fo.

IX WILD SIBERIA. 


8 fr a n g e E x tr e m e s o f H e a t a o d C o ld — 
P e c u lia r itie s o f ifae C o u n try . 
Northeast Siberia iioseesaea a clim ate 
colder than the north pole and hotter than 
many upland., under the equator; but the 
torrid heat lasts only for a few weeks, 
while the intense cold endures for many 
months. 
In the volcanic peninsula of 
Kamchatka, says a writer in the lxmdon 
Teifjjr.pK, the banks o f the inland streams 
are clothed with grase growing with tropi­ 
cal luxuriance and spangled with gay 
flowers— the Alpine rose, the cinquefoil, 
and the beautiful Kamchatka lily —while 
on the low-lands cluster the popular and 
the silver birch. The prevailing hum idity 
of the Pacific sealioard, particularly in the 
Ainoor basin, favors the development of a 
splendid vegetation ; and on the Usuri the 
ginseng is largely cultivated for the Chi­ 
nese market, where it fetches its weight in 
gold, the plant being esteemed a sovereign 
remedy against all ilisordors. 
In Manchuria the tiger reaches his 
northernmost lim its and meets the Russian 
hear, and the Asiatic squirrel joins paws 
with the Kilierian ermine and marten. 
In 
West Siberia the birds are exceedingly 
numerous, and on the Arkat hills still 
browse mountain sheep with enormous 
thick and twisted horns over a yard long. 
On the stepjies graze fat-tailed sheep, rein­ 
deer and camels, and from New Siberia and 
the Arctic sealioard lias been o! tained in a 
single year as much as forty thousand 
pounds' weight of fossil ivory from the re­ 
mains of mammoths and other antedilu­ 
vian animals, which have been found so 
perfectly preserved in naturally refriger­ 
ating ice that their freshness m ight excite 
the envy of a New Zealand xoren mutton 
company. 
To the ordinary English reader the men­ 
tion of Siberia will, as a rule, suggest only 
one feeling—of horror. 
Siberia at once 
conjures up Images of miserable men and 
women lacerated by the knout, aod their 
foreheads branded by the red-hot iron, and 
then, laden with fetters, dispatched on foot 
to Siberia, there to labor for life in the 
mines. 
Until the accession to the throne 
of the Gear Alexander II., a graduated 
scale of penalties in criminal jur: prudence 
can scarcely lie said to have existed in the 
Muscovite empire. 
T he knout and trans­ 
portation to Siberia were alike the punish­ 
ment of 
the parricide, the fraudulent 
bankrupt and the droechky driverwhohad 
been so unfortunate as with his vehicle to 
run over and kill a foot passenger. 
On 
the other hand, criminal legislation was 
m ild even to feebleness. 
In eases of liliel, 
if the prosecutor could not prove his case, 
he underwent the punishment which would 
have been awarded to the defendant had 
he been convicted. 
The maximum term 
of imprisonment for debt was three months, 
and noble debtors could not he imprisoned 
at alL 
An regards the horrors of Siberia, 
they were susceptible of some -light m iti­ 
gation. 
Political exiles of high rank, or felons 
pofwessed of some pecuniary means, were 
occasionally allowed to reside at Tobolsk, 
although the temperature there is so low 
that the thermometer fails to 4<P Reau­ 
mur. 
Kotzebue knew a civil functionary 
who enlivened the weariness of his wintry 
days of leisure by forming with a penknife 
fantastic figures made out of frozen mer­ 
cury. When the author of “ The Stranger" 
was an exile at Tobolsk the friendly Rus­ 
sian (iovernor ordered the whitewashed 
walls of the back yard of the banished 
writers house to be ¡minted by a convict, 
who had a turn for art, with im agesof fruit 
trees. 
No real ones will grow in the vicin­ 
ity of dreary Tobolsk. 
But there are worse 
solitudes than Siberia. 
There are the 
minevi which are principally situated in 
the Government of Irkutsk ; there are con­ 
vict prisons, where the prisoners who work 
at carrying materials are chained to the 
wheelbarrows which they trundle ; others 
are employed in hunting fur-bearing ani­ 
mals or in fluvial navigation.

The recent meeting of the American As 
sociation for the Advancement of Science 
was one of the most successful ever held. 
One subject w h ic h received attention w as 
the subject of food economy. 
i f technical instruction and .«kill in our 
workmen be essential to the economical 
development of Industry, and the welfare 
of those engaged in it, the technical edu­ 
cation of their wives is not one w hit lesw 
important. 
Those who are familiar with 
the expenditures and modes of life of the 
wage classes at our chief m ining and metal­ 
lurgical centers cannot help fail to be 
struck by the amount of waste and the ex ­ 
travagance of their expenditures. It is not 
to be inferred from this that they live too 
w e ll; but that through ignorance of the 
actual and comparative values of dilferent 
edibles, through ignorance of the best 
wavs of preparing palatable food, o f house­ 
keeping in all its branches, it is not un­ 
common to find the family of a miner 
spending more for a wretched living and 
uncomfortable home than is spent in many 
a pleasant and comparatively luxurious 
one. 
We are all but too familiar with 
strikes against greater or less reductions, or 
for increase in wages; 
but the working 
classes have more to gain in comfort and 
well-being by the better technical educa­ 
tion of their wives and daughters, by more 
intelligence and skill in their homes, than 
they could gain should they obtain the 
most extravagant demands for which a 
strike was ever instituted. 
In the discussions which this subject 
brought up at the meeting, Mrs. Professor 
Richards, of Boston, Massaclilisetts, gave a 
daicription of the cooking schools in that 
State. 
They found that such knowledge- 
was best inculcated when the girls were 
taught at from 11 to 14 years of age. These 
lewons frequently resulted in such changes 
of cooking in the homes of the girls as 
manifested beneficial results in the man­ 
ners, dispositions and morals of the family. 
Shp advocated industrial cooking schools 
in connection with the public schools. 
This is a question which should receive 
the earuoit attention of the heads of our 
industries everywhere, and of the labor 
associations. 
Every workman acknowl­ 
edges the necessity for education and skill 
in his particular calling, but with few ex ­ 
ceptions they hayp taken no interest in 
securing the education of their daughters' 
;n the arts of housekeeping by which they 
could save so much in expenditures and 
gain so much in comfort and well-being. 
As we advocate technical training schools 
for our boys in every occupation which 
they purpose following, no we advocate, aa 
even more needed and more important in 
its economic aspects, not to say in its moral 
hearing, the thorough training of our girls 
in the duties which are to form the chief 
occupations of their lives.— Engineering 
and Mining Journal.
